Members of the Association will be 
interested to learn that Hazel Gibson 
Leeper is now director of the Music 
Hour Piano School, and teacher of 
piano and harmony.

GRETCHEN FLOWER 


We were all shocked and saddened 
by the seemingly sudden death of Gret- 
chen Flower on July 25. We had known 
of former illnesses, but she had seemed 
very well recently, and as she had not 
wished her library friends to know of 
her desperate condition those last few 
weeks, we were unprepared for the 
news of her death. 

Miss Flower had been Tulare County 
Librarian for almost twenty years. A 
graduate of Wisconsin Library Schooi 
in 1910, she came to California in 1917 
after experience in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and Kansas. From 1917-18 she 
was acting librarian of the State Nor- 


mal School, San Diego. In !919 she 
served as cataloger in the Tulare Coun- 
ty Library, leaving there the first of 
January, 1920, to take up her duties 
as librarian of Tehama County. She 
was called back to Tulare County in 
August of that year and served con- 
tinuously first as acting librarian, then 
as librarian, until her death. She was 
twice president of the 4th District, 
C.L.A., 1926-27 and 1931-32. 

Miss Flower's outstanding character- 
istics, well known to all who have been 
associated with her through the years, _ 
were a firm belief in the value and im- 
portance of county library service an 
an extraordinary sense of duty and re- 
sponsibility toward that service. We 
shall miss her from the ranks of those 
who have helped in the development of 
county libraries in California from their 
earlier years.

KATE M. FOLEY 

Kate M. Foley, teacher and friend of 
the blind in California for the past forty 
vears, passed away October sixth at 
her brother's home in Los Angeles. Miss 
Foley was blind herself from birth. Be- 
cause of her remarkable ability as a 
teacher and because of the inspiration 
her own courage afforded others, she 
became nationally known and respected 
in her field. She had assisted through 
advice and volunteer teaching ever 
since service to the blind was made a 
function of the California State Library 
late in 1904. She was appointed to the 
Library staff in 1914 as home teacher 
of the blind in and around Los An- 
geles, and was transferred to work in 
the San Francisco Bay region in Novem- 
ber, 1917. She had been ill since the 
first of the year, and retired from 
active service in July. 

Miss Foley taught hundreds of blind 
people to read through lessons given 
personally and by correspondence. She 
was particularly successful in inspiring 
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those who had become blind in middle 
age or later to take up life again in as 
nearly a normal way as possible, not 
only teaching the newly blinded to read 
but also to adjust themselves to living 
in a world strange to sighted people. 

During and after the World War she 
taught classes of Red Cross workers to 
transcribe books for the blind. Begun 
in order to build up collections of books 
for blinded soldiers, hand copying has 
continued through the years as a means 
of augmenting library resources for all 
the blind. Prevention of blindness was 
always of great interest to her, too; 
and she was of the greatest assistance 
when prevention legislation was enact- 
ed, such as forbidding the use of roller 
towels in public places, proper care of 
the eyes at birth and the use of safety 
devices in industry. 

Kate Foley worked unceasingly for a 
better attitude toward the blind by the 
general public. She advocated that 
they be given a chance to work, and 


she encouraged and assisted many blind 
persons in their studies for competitive 
examinations that would enable them to 
work in the same fields as sighted peo- 
ple, her attitude being tempered, how- 
ever, by the realization that the blind 
should not attempt those things which 
they quite evidently could not do, but 
should be exceedingly well prepared for 
those occupations for which they are 
fitted. 

Miss Foley has been recognized as a 
leader not only in California but also 
was prominent in national organizations 
for the blind. She made countless fine 
talks to groups and service clubs as well 
as over the radio. An inspiring speaker, 
she moved an audience always by her 
sincerity, her intelligent use of words 
and incidents, and her fine voice and 
manner. Her passing will be mourned 
throughout the United States: for she 
has long been considered one of the 
most outstanding workers for the blind 
in this country. 


INTERNATIONAL HOUSE TO HOUSE LIBRARIANS 


The Directors of the three International Houses—in New York, Chicago, and 
Berkeley—request the cooperation of librarians in locating all of their former 
resident members who are librarians by profession, wherever they may be, and 
regardless of whether or not they are now in active service. The three Houses 
are compiling a cooperative directory of all their former members (who now 
number several thousand), with information on their occupation. It has been 
found that librarians are an important percentage of the Houses’ membership. 
News received will be published in the International Quatterly and will help the 
Houses in their survey of the professional problems and accomplishments of 
former members. 

It is requested that full names and addresses be sent, and that the maiden 
names also be given in the case of librarians now married. 

The cooperation of librarians in this project will be appreciated. Letters may 


be addressed either to the Director or to the Library Committee of the House 
concerned.

Come annual report time and newspaper items from libraries fairly bristle 
with facts and figures. Eye-catching publicity for the Palo Alto Public Library 
was headed: "If Each Library Patron Took Six Books Cupboard Would Be Bare 
But Staff Would Be Busy.'' And statistics were rolled together in one sugary 
ball to read: 

"If every one of the 9860 members of the Palo Alto Public Library exercised 
his or her privilege of taking out six books at one time, nearly all the 67,398 
books in the library would be off the shelves..." (Palo Alto Times 9-6-40.)

Those who go in for weighty reading should like this even better: ‘County 
Law Books Weigh 256 Tons! More than 256 tons of laws—and not one to pro- 
hibit women monopolizing barber shops during rush hours! 

“Anyhow, be that as it may, Los Angeles county has that much legal lore on 
the shelves of its law library, which includes the main library in the hall of records 
and three branches. Officials who recently completed a survey today reported 
a new all time high has been established with 128,474 legal tomes on file when 
the count was taken. Of that number 6923 volumes have been added within the 
last year or a little more than 13 tons, since the books average four pounds each 
in weight."’ (L.A. News 8-1-40.)

Stockton Public Library got another angle for its statistical story with the 
headlines, ''Like to Read? Spend 271 Years in Stockton's Public Library." One 
simply had to read on from there, expecting to be a little short of the centuries 
specified (as was the little girl photographed at the fairy tale book shelf): 

“Have you ever had a desire to read every book in the Stockton Public 
Library and revel in the vast store of knowledge and entertainment contained 
between their covers? If so, better banish the thought. For it would be neces- 
sary, by reading one book a day, to devote 271 years, five months and 18 days 
to this weighty undertaking. The tip is passed along by Miss Ida Condit, head 
librarian, who reports .there are 99,183 volumes of fiction and non-fiction now 
on hand in the main library and its county branches. Consequently, she advises 
you to take with a grain of salt any statement that ‘I've read practically every 
book in our local library.’ "' (Stockton Record 8-14-40.) 


* * * * 


Circulation of the Kern County Free Library shows an increase of 8 per cent 
during 1939-40, which means that approximately a million books were circulated 
this fiscal year, the 29th annual report of the county library, completed yesterday 
by Gretchen D. Knief, county librarian, shows. 

"...The county librarian's report to the board reads in part, 'Were our library 
a commercial enterprise, were you a board of directors and your county librarian 
the manager of your company, it would be a pleasure indeed to report that our 
business had increased another eight per cent during 1939-40. If books were 
shoes, or eggs, or tires, or barrels of oil, it would please you as owners of such 
a business to know that we had sold 989,023 items during the year. Compared 
to 913,272 items sold for 1938-39, this would mean an increase of 75,751 shoes, 
eggs, etc...’ 
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“Declaring that books are not merely shoes, or eggs or other tangible com- 
modities that are disposed of at so much a dozen, Miss Knief pointed out in 
her report that books are life and ideas, knowledge and power, hope and faith, 
vision and action..." (Kern Herald 7-28-40.) 


*x* * * * 


Spreading gloom with a heavy hand was the Los Angeles Public Library, as 
it curtailed library services in accord with a newly restricted budget. The Angeles 
Mesa News thundered in great black headlines, ‘Economy Blitzkrieg ‘Bombs’ Li- 
braries. Effects of the $47,000 budget cut were summed up in many city papers. 

The Board of Library Commissioners announces with deepest regret that for 
the first time in its 68 years of history the public library is forced to make sharp 
reductions in service, beginning October |, in order to operate within its reduced 
income. 

The six smallest branches will be converted into stations with hours cut to 
21 per week. Five stations located nearest to branch libraries must be closed... 
Los Feliz branch will be closed. Hours in most of the other branch libraries will 
be reduced. 

The cause of these cuts is the reduction of the tax allocation for library 
purposes for the fiscal year 1940-41. The library's income is now nearly half a 
million dollars less than eleven years ago in 1939-40, although the population of 
the city has increased twenty per cent. This is because the city charter provision 
for library support based on seven cents in each $100 of real property valuation 
is no longer sufficient, due to reduced valuations.”

Here lies the joker in the pile of clippings. 

A proposal to establish a county library system in Shasta county was voted 
down by the board of supervisors Wednesday, 3 to |, following a stormy hearing 
on two petitions—one to establish the library and the other against it. While 
the petitions in favor of the system had the most names signed to them, most 
of the argument offered appeared to be opposed to the plan, with more speakers 
against than for it...'' {Orland Register 8-8-40.} 

According to editorials sizzling in newspapers up and down the state, coals 
are to be heaped on the head of one man who spoke loudly in opposition of 
a proposal apparently "highly dangerous if not actually seditious.'' He is quoted 
as claiming that ‘Books breed Communism and other things. What the country 
needs is practical education to fit school graduates for a job instead of useless 
theories found in books.” 

Redding's editor (Record 8-9-40) pointed in fine scorn that, ‘Shasta county 
is one of 10 counties in California without a library system to make books avail- 
able in the rural areas and to schools. The other 48 counties have had library 
systems for a number of years; if as a result they've had a revolution or are ruled 
by Moscow, that's news." 

Another in Fresno (Bee and Republican 8-13-40) concluded: 

‘Sometimes the mere bystander is compelled to wonder which is the worst 
menace in the country—the out and out Red or the reactionary mind so filled 
with haunting fears and steeped in prejudices that even the innocent perusal of 
a wild western or a detective story is interpreted as a form of Marxism.” 
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The fine and rare ‘Atmos’ or ‘perpetual motion’ clock which Santa Barbara 
won as sweepstakes prize in Pasadena's 1940 Tournament of Roses is now installed 
in the Santa Barbara public library to which it was presented by Mayor Maher. 
The mayor made this presentation because he was certain that, in the library 
the unusual clock would be seen by more Santa Barbara visitors and residents 
than in any other public building in this city... 

"Strictly speaking, this ‘Atmos’ clock is not perpetual motion, but... it would 
seem that this mechanical marvel should be good for a service of 30,000 years, 
which for all intents and purposes is perpetual motion—amost."' 

The “ayes” have it. (Santa Barbara News-Press 7-25-40.)

The Fairfield Republican (8-8-40) threw a hat into the Leap Year ring with its 
headline, “YOUNG BACHELOR COUNTY LIBRARIAN. The county board of 
supervisors on Monday accepted the resignation of Miss Dorothy E. Wents as 
county librarian and named Mr. Frederick Wemmer of Bakersfield to the post... 

Mr. Wemmer, 32, and unmarried, is a graduate of California University 
library school, and for several years has been with the Kern County library at 
Bakersfield. He is the first male librarian in Solano County.’ Later was sup- 
plied the important detail of the photograph, to prove just how eligible he is! 

And, by the way, Dorothy Wents, who set off to New York with the avowed 
intention of studying at Columbia University School of Library Science, was 
married to Thomas M. liams of Hamilton, New York, on the last day of Aucust.

“Miss Eleanor Wilson, formerly of Riverside, this week prepared to start 
a systematic program of traveling to all parts of Tulare county to visit each of 
the 45 branch libraries over which she will have supervision as Tulare county 
librarian. Miss Wilson began her work as librarian last week, succeeding the late 
Gretchen Fower...'' (Pixley Enterprise 9-| 3-40.) 

William E. Junkert succeeded to Miss Wilson's former position at Riverside. 


There have been many other changes in California librarv personnel since 
summer. Among there, Roberta Bowler was named assistant librarian (in charge 
of extension) of the Public Library, Los Angeles. 

Edwin Castagna resigned as librarian of the Ukiah Public Library to become 
assistant librarian in the Washoe County Library, Reno, Nevada. He was suc- 
ceeded in the Ukiah position by Ralph Long on September |. 

Mrs. Madline Cochran is now librarian of Placentia Library District Library. 
She succeeds Frances Schalles, who resigned to accept a library position in the 
San Diego State College. Mrs. Cochran had been acting librarian while Miss 
Schalles was on leave of absence for a year. 

Alberta E. Fish has moved to Sacramento to be librarian for the State De- 
partment of Employment. 

Doris Gates is on the staff of San Jose State College, teaching story telling 
and chidren's literature. She left the Fresno County Library, where she had been 
children's librarian for the past 10 years, during September. "Miss Gates, the 
author of several children's books, also plans to continue her writing.”

Demand for the Pulitzer prize novel has dropped off so much during the past 
few months that the Los Angeles News Company, a magazine and book distri- 
buting company, has announced that it is selling the saga of migratory labor in 
California for half price. Meanwhile, 27 copies of ‘Grapes of Wrath,’ which 
come under the heading of frozen assets as far as the Kern County Free Library 
is concerned, repose in the office of the county librarian.’ (Kern Herald 8-8-40.)

Believe it or not, salaries of the librarian and assistant of the San Bruno Pub- 
lic library were raised more than a councilman on the library board had asked 
for; so he resigned! (San Mateo Times 8-15-40.)

Last week-end saw the dedication and opening in Palo Alto of the new 
Children's Library, a gift to the children of the community from Mrs. Louis Stern. 
The low, modern building, complementary in design to the charming Palo Alto 
Community Playhouse, was packed with exploring youngsters Saturday, Septem- 
ber 14, for the open house and program. Designed by Architect Birge M. Clark, 
the building is appointed throughout to scale for its small clientele—miniature 
tables, chairs and divans placed in the reading room and before the large fire- 


place at the end of the main room. Nursery rhymes furnish the motif for the 
decorative detail in such items as fireplace tiles and andirons, and the low stacks 
aready house a collection of hundreds of favorite children's books. 


"Miss Dorothy Hamilton is to be librarian, assisted by Miss Audrey Bartholo- 
mew and Miss Wanda Stormer... 


"The dedication address was given by Mrs. Frances Clarke Sayers, author 
and professor of Children's literature at the University of California. A fire- 
lighting ceremony, which brought the dedication service to a close, was con- 
ducted by Miss Anne Hadden."

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CONSTITUTION OF THE CALIFORNIA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION * 
Adopted April 20, 1940 


ARTICLE I—NAME 
The name of this Association shall be the California Library Association. 


ARTICLE II—OBJECT 
The object of the California Library Association shall be to promote library service and 
librarianship. 
ARTICLE III—MEMBERSHIP 

Section |. Types of Membership. 

a. Active members. Any person or institution actually or previously engaged in library 
work may become an active member of this Association and be entitled to all its privi- 
leges upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided in the By-Laws. 

‘Affiliate members. Out of state, retired or unemployed librarians may become affiliate mem- 

bers upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided in the By-Laws. 

Associate members. Upon payment of the initiation fee and dues as provided in 

the By-Laws: 

|. Any person interested in library work may become an associate member. 

2. Any library association or other organization may become an associate member upon 
approval of the Executive Board. 

Life members. Any person eligible for active membership may become a life member 

upon payment of fees as provided in the By-Laws. 

Honorary members. Upon recommendation of the Executive Committee, persons who 

have rendered important service to library interests or to the cause of education in 

general may be elected to honorary membership. 

Ex-Officio members. A library's membership in this Association shall entitle the mem- 

bers of its governing board to be ex-officio members. 

Section 2. Voting Privilege. Each active and life member of the Association in good stand- 

shall be entitled to all voting privileges. Governing boards of libraries, through a delegated 

representative, may have one vote in all questions which come before the Association. 


ARTICLE IV—ORGANIZATION 
Section |. Districts. To facilitate the work of the Association, the state shall be divided 
into districts, as provided in the By-Laws, the number of districts to be conditioned by the growth 


of libraries throughout the state. 

Section 2. Sections. To stimulate the interest of special groups, sections of this Association 
may be created from time to time, with the approval of the Executive Board, in accordance with 
the provisions in the By-Laws. 

Section 3. A.L.A. Chapter. To widen its contacts, this Association may affiliate with the 
American Library Association as a chapter and shall elect annually a delegate to the Council 
of the American Library Association, as provided in the By-Laws. 

Section 4. Regional Association. Upon recommendation of the Executive Board and two- 
thirds vote of the entire membership this association may join as a chapter with library associations 


in neighboring states to form a regional association or may join as a chapter with any such existing 
regional association.

ARTICLE V—MANAGEMENT 

Section |. Officers. The officers of this Association shall be a President, a Vice-President 
who shall be President-Elect, a Second Vice-President, and a Treasurer. These officers shall per- 
form the duties usually pertaining to their offices and any other duties mentioned in the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Executive Board Members. There shall be a general Executive Board consisting 
of the officers named in Section | of this Article, the retiring President and the District Presidents. 
This Board shall serve in an advisory capacity to the President and the Association, and shall be 
empowered to authorize expenditures as indicated in the By-Laws. The Executive Secretary shall 
serve as an ex-officio member of this Board. 

Section 3. Vacancies. In the case of a vacancy in any office, except that of President, 
the Executive Board may designate some person to discharge the duties of the office until the 
next annua! meeting. 

ARTICLE VI—COMMITTEES 

Section |. Standing Committees. The President shall appoint, in accordance with the By- 
Laws and subject to the approval of the Executive Board, the chairmen of the following standing 
committees: Education, Finance, Legislative, Library Standards, Membership, Public Relations 
Publications, Resolutions, and Nominating. The personnel of these committees, with the exception of

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the Finance, Library Standards, and the Resolutions Committees, shall consist of the chairmen of the 
like District committees from those districts where such committees exist. In those cases where few 
than two Districts have like committees to those of the state association, the President may appoint 
a member or members from different areas of the state to bring the committee membership to at 
least five. The President shall serve as ex-officio member of all committees and shall cast a deciding 
vote whenever such is required. 

Section 2. Special Committees. The President may appoint other special committaes, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Board. 


ARTICLE VII—APPOINTMENT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
AND PARLIAMENTARIAN 
Section |. Executive Secretary. The Executive Secretary, whose compensation s 
by the Executive Board, shall be appointed by and hold office at its pleasure. 
Section 2. Parliamentarian. The President shall appoint as Parliamentarian 4 
the Association familiar with parliamentary procedure. 


ARTICLE VIII—NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

Section |. Method. All officers listed in Article V, Section | of this Constitution 
nominated and elected as provided in the By-Laws. 

Section 2. Term of Office. All officers and all members of the Executive Bourd shall hold 
office for one year or until their successors are elected (or appointed) and qualified for office. 
Officers shall assume their duties immediately after adjournment of the last business session of 
the annual meeting. 

. ARTICLE IX—MEETINGS 

Meetings shall be held as provided in the By-Laws. 

ARTICLE X—BY-LAWS 

Amendments to by-laws may be proposed either by initiatory petition of twenty-five actize mem 
bers or by resolution of the Executive Board or by written report of a special committee appointed 
to report thereon. By-Laws may be amended by two-thirds vote of the active members present and 
voting at any annual business meeting provided that written notice of such change shall have been 
mailed to all active members at least fifteen days prior to such meeting. Any by-law may 0e sus- 
pended by a two-thirds vote of those present at any meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE XI—AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the Constitution may be proposed by initiatory petition of twenty-tve active 
members or by written report of a special committee appointed to report thereon. All such amend 
ments must be approved and submitted by the Executive Board. 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the active members of the association 
present and voting at any annual meeting provided notice of the proposed amendmen: shall have 
been mailed to all active members at least fifteen days prior to such meeting. 


BY-LAWS OF THE CALIFORNIA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
Adopted April 20, 1940 


ARTICLE |I—OFFICIAL YEARS 
Section |. Fiscal Year. The fiscal year of the California Library Association sha 
period from September Ist of a given year through August 3Ist of the following year. 
Section 2. Membership Year. The membership year shall be the calendar year, 
Ist to December 31st of a given year. 
Section 3. Conference Year. The conference year shall begin with the adjourn»: 
annual meeting and continue to the adjournment of the next annual meeting. 
ARTICLE II—DUES AND FEES 
Section |. Initiation Fee. Arn initiation fee of one dollar ($1.00) shall be paid by 
members upon joining or rejoining the Association. 
Section 2. Annual Dues. Annual dues for individual active members shall be comouted 
a sliding scale based on the monthly salary received by the member during the last fisca 
Monthly Salary Dues 
to - $124.99 $1.00 
$125- 199.99 1.50 
200- 299.99 : 2.00 
300- up 3.00 
Annual dues for affiliate members shall be one dollar ($1.00). 
Annual dues for individual associate members shall be two dollars ($2.00). 
Annual dues for libraries, affiliated library associations and other organizatiors shall be 
five dollars ($5.00). 
Dues shall be due and payable in advance in January of each year. 
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Section 3. Life Members. Life membership, including exemption from dues, may be secured 
by any active member upon payment of fifty dollars ($50.00) which may be paid in installments 
spread over not more than five years. A\\l funds received from these memberships shall be placed at 
interest, and the interest only expended. 


Section 4. Unpaid Dues. Any member whose dues are unpaid on April Ist of a given year 
shall be notified by the Executive Secretary that if payment is not made by May Ist, he shall be 
dropped from membership rolls of the Association. (Omission here). 


Section 5. A.L.A. Chapter Dues. Provision shall be made in the annual budget to pay to 
the American Library Association annual chapter dues, in accordance with its requirements. 


ARTICLE III—MEETINGS 


Section |. Annual Meeting. The annual meeting of the California Library Association shal! 

be held at the time and the place determined by the Executive Board. 

Section 2. Special Meetings. 

a. On call of the President. The President, with the approval of the Executive Board, may 
call special meetings when deemed necessary. 

b. On Request of the Members. The President shall call a special meeting upon request of 
twenty-five or more active members, provided that each member of the Association shal 
be given fifteen days’ notice in writing previous to the meeting, and that only business 
specified in the call shall be transacted. 


Section 3. Quorum. Ten percent of the membership, as computed under these By- Laws, 
Article VI, Section 5, shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. 


Section 4. Board Meetings. The new Executive Board shall hold an organization meeting 
immediately following the close of the Annual meeting. Other board meetings shall be held on the 
call of the President. 


ARTICLE IV—LIBRARY DISTRICTS 

Section |. Territory Prescribed. 

A. President's: Jurisdiction. The functioning of the California Library Association 
through districts, as provided in Article IV, Section |, of its Constitution, shall 
be observed by each President. In case he deems it advisable that the boundaries 
of any district be changed, with the approval of the Executive Board, he shal! 
submit the question and his suggestion to the district, or districts, concerned. 

B. Boundary Changes. 

1. Method. Action regarding re-organization of existing districts, suggested by 
the President of the California Library Association or an interested member 
shall be taken at the annual meeting of the district, or districts, concerned. 
If the change is approved by two-thirds of those present, request to this 
effect then shall be submitted in writing to the Executive Board for approval. 
No change shall become final, except in the case of special provisions noted 
below, until it shall be ratified by two-thirds of those present at the next 
annual meeting of the district, or districts concerned to which it has been 
referred by the Executive Board. 

Special Provisions. In addition to the general provision whereby there is a 

new alignment among existing districts, the following special provisions 

shall apply: 

a. Any county may withdraw from a given district and join a contiguous 

district provided the Executive Board has received and approved a writ- 
ten request from two-thirds of the members of the California Library 
Association residing in the county. 
Establishment of a new district shall be considered by the Executive Board 
upon this written request of twenty-five members of the California Lib- 
rary Association residing in the territory for which the district is desired. 
Before establishing a new district the Executve Board shall obtain the 
written approval of two-thirds of the members forming the proposed 
new district. 

Section 2. Officers. 

a. The district officers shall consist of a District President, a Vice-President who shall serve 
as President-elect, and a Secretary. The President-elect and the Secretary shall be elected by 
the members of the district in accordance with the provisions in Article VII, Section 3 of 
these by-laws. 


Section 3. Nominations and Elections. 

a. District Nominating Committee. The District President shall appoint a nominating com- 
mittee whose duty it shall be to prepare a report which shall constitute the district's official 
ballot. This report shall include the names of candidates for the positions of Vice-President 
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who shall be President-Elect and Secretary and state nominator or nominators. The com- 
mittee shall name one or more persons for each office. No person shall be nominated who 
is not a member of the State Association, who is not a resident of the district and whose 
consent has not been obtained. 

District Ballot. Report of the nominating committee shall be made to the district president 
who in turn shall file this ballot with the Executive-Secretary at least forty-five (45) days prior 
to the annual meeting of the Association. Balloting shall be conducted by mail as provided 
for in Article VII, Section 3 of the By-Laws. 

Method. Ballots for district officers and state nominator or nominators shall be cast at 
the same time as those for state officers and all voting shall be conducted by mail as pro- 
vided for in Article VII, Section 3 of the By-Laws. District candidates receiving the largest 
number of votes in the respective districts shall be elected. In case of a tie vote the successful 
candidate shall be determined by lot. 

District Committee on Elections. Each district shall be represented on the state election 
committee as provided for in Article VII, Section 2 of the By-Laws. 


Section 4. Duties of Officers. 


a. District President. The District President shall perform those duties usually devolving 
upon the office, appointing any other necessary officers and committees corresponding 
as nearly as is feasible to the state standing committees. Each President shall arrange for 
and hold an annual meeting. He shall endeavor to enlist the interest of all library workers 
in his district im special projects of a professional nature. 

Vice-President. The Vice-President of each district who is also President-elect shall perform 
those duties usually devolving upon the office and assist the President in the arrangements 
for the district meetings. 

Secretary. The Secretary of each district shall perform those duties usually devolvina 
upon the office, keeping careful reports of all meetings and assuming the responsibility 
for the transmittal of all district records to the new officers. He shall keep record of the 
funds allocated to the District for its expenses. 


Section 5. Term of Office. All officers and members of committees shall hold office for 
one year or until their successors are elected (or appointed) and qualified for office. Officers 
shall assume their duties immediately following the close of the annual meeting of the state association. 


Section 6. Nominators. 


a. Number Allowed. Each district shall be represented on the state Nominating Com- 
mittee by at least one nominator, to provide a fair representation for the entire mem- 
bership. Districts having more than one hundred members shall be allowed one nomi- 
nator for each additional one hundred members, using the latest official count of the 
Executive Secretary of the Association. 

b. Representation. When a district is entitled to more than one Nominator it shall elect 
people who represent not only different localities, but also various types of library work. 
Election. The election of the Nominator (or Nominators) shall be conducted by mail 
as provided for in Article VII, Section 3 of the by-laws and the result announced at the 
annual meeting of the state association. 


Section 7. Finances. Twenty-five (25) percent of the total dues received from individual mem- 
bers shall be set aside for allocation back to the Districts for support of District activi- 
ties and expenses. Apportionment of these funds, which shall be under the supervision 
of the Executive Secretary of the California Library Association, shall be annually made 
by the Executive Board. No District shall receive less than $25.00 for each fiscal year 
for purposes set forth in the first paragraph hereof. The Executive Board may make 
additional allocations to Districts for specific projects or purposes. Unexpended District 
funds, as herein provided for, shall be returned to the general fund at the end of the 
fiscal year, except such special funds allocated for projects still in progress and other 
funds raised within the District. 


Section 8. Meetings. 


a. Annual. Each district shall hold an annual meeting, at the place designated by the 
District President. 

b. Special. Each district may hold special meetings whenever the District President sees fit 
to call them. 
Quorum. Twenty percent of the membership of any district shall constitute a quorum 
at a meeting. 


Section 9. Reports. An annual report of the meetings and work of the District shall be 
submitted in writing to the President and to the Executive Secretary by each District 
President before the annual meeting of the California Library Association. 
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ARTICLE V—SECTIONS 


Section |. Organization. Members of the Association who are engaged in similar work or 
have special interests in common may organize into sections (as indicated in Article IV, Section 2, 
of its Constitution), upon complying with the procedure outlined in the following sections: 


Section 2. Petition. A petition for establishment of a section, signed by not less than ten 
members of the California Library Association who signify their intention to become charter mem- 
bers of the section, shall be submitted to the Executive Board of the California Library Association. 


Section 3. Action of Executive Board. After investigation as to the desirability of any sec- 
tion the Executive Board shall make recommendations regarding its establishment, which recom- 
mendetion shall be presented for approval at the next annual meeting of the Association. 


Section 4. Membership. Any California Library Association member, engaged in the work 
or interested in the purpose of the section as described in the petition for establishment, may be 
accepted for membership in a given section, upon conforming to the rules of the section. 


Section 5. Dues and Activities. Sections may, if they so elect, charge annual dues, limit 
their own memberships, issue publications, and in general carry on activities along the lines 
of their own interests, accounting for their funds solely to their own members. 


Section 6. District Sections. Sections may form district groups in the following manner: 
A petition for establishment of a district section group signed by not less than five members of the 
section, who signify their intention to become charter members in a district section, shall be submitted 
to the Section Council. The Council shall then make a recommendation regarding its establish- 
ment, which recommendation shall be presented for approval at the next annual meeting of the section. 
Section members in each district so organized may, within two months following the annual meeting 
of the C.L. A., elect a district chairman who shall represent the district section on the Section Council 
of the state. 

Section 7. Officers. 


a. Chairman and Secretary. At the Jast session of its annual meeting provision for which 
shall be made in connection with the annual meeting of the C. L. A., each section shall elect 


its own Chairman and Secretary, who shall serve through the next annual meeting of the 
group. These officers shall perform the duties customary to their offices. In case a sec- 
tion fails to choose a Chairman or Secretary, or a vacancy occurs before the next meet- 
ing, the President of the California Library Association shall appoint these officers. 


Council. The section shall be governed by a council consisting of five members: The 


Chairman, Secretary, and three appointed members. The first year the section is organized 
the Chairman shall appoint three members who shall draw lots for terms of one, two, and 
three years respectively. Each year following, the incoming chairman shall appoint one new 
member to the Council who shall serve a term of three years. Chairmen of like district 
sections shall serve as ex-officio members of this council without voting privileges. 

Section 8. Reports. A report of the proceedings of the section meetings shall be sub- 


mitted to the President of the California Library Association in writing in time for inclusion in 
the Handbook and Proceedings. 


ARTICLE VI—NOMINATIONS 


Section |. Chairmen. The Nominating Committee shall be composed of the elected nominators 
from each district. Chairmanship shall rotate in alphabetical order among the districts. Upon those 
occasions when alphabetical order allots the chairmanship to a district served by more than one nom:- 
nator, the nominator receiving the largest vote in the district's election shall serve as chairman. The 


President shall forward to the chairman for the year the names of the committee members. Function- 
ing of this committee may be carried on by mail. 


Section 2. Candidates. The report of the nominating committee shall be filed with the 
Executive Secretary not later than forty-five (45) days before the annual meeting. The committee 
shall name one or more persons for the offices of Vice-President who shall be President elect, Second 
Vice-President and Treasurer and a delegate to the council of the American Library Association as 
indicated in Article IV, Section 3 of the Constitution. A member’s consent must be obtained before 
his name may be placed on the ballot by the nominating committee. 


Section 3. Ballot. 


8. Majority and Minority Ballot. If Nominators representing twenty-five (25) percent of the 
membership shall dissent from the nominations proposed by the majority, the Committee 
shall present a majority and minority ballot. These nominations shall constitute the 
official ballot and shall be sent to each paid-up member at least thirty (30) days before 
the annual meeting. 

Nominations by Petition of Members. Additional nominations may be placed upon the 
ballot upon the petition of five (5) percent of the members of the Association, accom- 
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panied by the written consent of the nominees, to be presented to the Executive Secretary 

at least forty-five (45) days before the election. 

Section 4. Voting Power. 

A. Official Count of Membership. No person joining the Association and no member whose 
dues are unpaid later than sixty (60) days prior to the annual meeting shall be included by 
the Executive-Secretary in the count which shall determine the voting power of nomi- 
nators at the meeting of the Nominating Committee. 

Allotment of Votes. 

1. If only one Nominator. In the selection of candidates, a Nominator shall have a; 
many votes as there are active and life members in good standing in the district 
which he represents. 

If more than one Nominator. If there is more than one Nominator for a district 
the voting power of the Nominators shall be divided in equal proportion among 
the nominators of the district. 

Section 5. Quorum. A quorum of the Nominating Committee shall consist of the repres- 

entatives of three-fourths of the membership of the Association as governed by Section 4 o* 
this Article. 


ARTICLE VII—ELECTIONS 


Section |. Time. Elections of the State and District officers, the district nominators and _ the 
delegate to the Council of the American Library Association shall be announced at the last regula 
session of the annual meeting of the Association at which time the election committee, appointed b; 
the President, shall present the report. 

Section 2. Committee on Elections. The President shall appoint a committee on elections 
which shall have charge of the counting and tabulating of the votes cast. This committee shall be 
composed of a representative from each of the Districts. 

Section 3. Method. The official ballot together with the district ballot proper to each membei 
shall be mailed by the Executive-Secretary to each paid up member at least 30 days prior to the annual 
meeting of the Assoctation. Ballots for district officers and nominators, for delegate to the Council 
of the American Library Association and for state officers, shall be cast at the same time and all voting 
shall be conducted by mail. Ballots shall be marked and returned to the Executive-Secretary, :n «a 
plain sealed envelope, the outside wrapper of which shall bear the name and professional address of 
the voter, to arrive at least 5 days prior to the first session of the annual mecting. The candidates receiv- 
ing the largest number of votes shall be elected. In case of a tie vote the successful candidate shall 
be determined by lot. 


ARTICLE VIII—DUTIES OF OFFICERS 
Section |. President. In addition to his regular duties and those mentioned in Ariicies 
V, Sec. 2 and VI, Sec. |, of the Constitution, the President shall: 
A. Arrange the program for the annual meeting; 
B. Make an annual report at the annual meeting on the condition and affairs of the 
Association. 


Section 2. Vice-President (President-elect). In addition to his regular duties, the Vice- 
President shall act as Chairman of the Membership Committee. 


Section 3. Second Vice-President. In addition to his regular duties the Second Vice-Presi 
dent shall act as Chairman of the Resolutions Committee. 


Section 4. Treasurer. The Treasurer shall keep record of and disburse the funds of the Asso- 
ciation in accordance with the mandates of the Execut.ve Board upon orders drawn by the Exec:tive 
Secretary and approved by the President. He shall make a statement of his accounts annually, «and ut 
such other times as the Association, the Executive Board or Finance Committee may require. He shall 
serve as chairman of the Finance Committee. 


Section 5. Executive Secretary. The Executive Secretary shall perform the following duties: 
|. Keep minutes of the general meeting of the Association and of those of the Executive 
Board; 
2. Keep a record of all business transacted in the name of the Association; 
3. Give due notice of any election, appointment, meeting, or any other business requirins 
the personal attention of any member; 
Have charge of the books, papers, and correspondence of the Association and _ its 
Executive Board; 
Collect dues and present bills authorized by the Executive Board; 
Assign a serial number to each member, upon payment of dues, entering the same 
number upon his receipt; 
Notify members of delinquencies; 
Furnish the Nominating Committee with exact data regarding the voting power of eaci 
district, assigning to each Nominator the quota of votes to be cast by him. 
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Section 6. Parliamentarian. + shall be the duty of the parliamentarian to aid the President 
in the conduct of all meetings of the Association. The rules contained in Robert's Rules of Order 
shall govern the Association in all cases to which they are not inconsistent with the By-Laws of 
the Association. 


ARTICLE IX—DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 


Section |. Education. The Committee on Education shall be composed of the Chairmen of 
the Education Committees of each district, augmented, if less than five, by appointments by the Presi- 
dent of persons representing varied library interests to bring the total membership to at least five. 
Four of the Committee should be library school graduates, each of a different school. If the District 
Committee Chairmen members do not present this variety, sufficient additional members shall be 
appointed by the President to fulfill this requirement. \n addition each library school in the state 
may name a representative graduate who is engaged in library work as an advisory member of 
the Committee. These advisory members should be given notice of all meetings, agenda and 
proceedings. The Committee shall study problems relating to education for librarianship, in-service 
training, institutions, forums, extension courses and special study in particular subjects and shall make 
recommendations relative to these matters. 


Section 2. Finance. With the Treasurer as Chairman and two other members appointed by 
the President, the Finance Committee shall submit an estimate of the income for the fiscal year 
to the Executive Board who shall prepare annual and supplementary budgets which shall be within 
the income estimated by the Finance Committee. No expense shall be incurred in behalf of the 
Association by any officer, District, or Committee in excess of the total accounts of the Treasurer. 
The Finance Committee shall arrange to have all accounts of the Association audited annually by 
a certified public accountant. 


Section 3. Legislative. The Legislative Committee shall study and keep the Association 
informed of the legal aspect of library affairs. Any legislation contemplated by the Associa- 
tion or any impending legislation affecting libraries, shall be submitted to this Committee before 
the Association shall take action upon it. 


Section 4. Library Standards. The Committee on Library Standards shall be composed of 
five librarians from various types of libraries, representing at all times the State Library, municipal 
and county libraries among others. The first committee shall classify itself by lot so that the term 


of one of each of the five members shall expire every year. After the first year each new member 
appointed by the President to fill vacancies thus created shall serve for five years. The Com- 
mittee shall study conditions essential for adequate library service and shall endeavor to establish 
standards by which personnel, salaries and other factors governing library service in general, 
may be evaluated. 


Section 5. Membership. In addition to the district chairmen, the Membership representa- 
tives of the American Library Association shall be ex-officio members of this committee, which 
shall endeavor to enlist a large and active membership in the California Library Association. 


Section 6. Nominating. Duties of the Nominating Committee are stated in the By-Laws, 
Article VI. 


Section 7. Public Relations. The Public Relations Committee shall establish contacts witn 
other organizations and shall endeavor to keep before the public the value and importance of 
libraries. 


Section 8. Publications. The Committee on Publications shall take charge of the publica- 
tion of the Handbook and Proceedings of the Association, and any other publications authorized 
by the Executive Board or the Association at large. The Executive Secretary shall act as an ex-officio 
member of this committee. 


Section 9. Resolutions. The Resolutions Committee, consisting of the Second Vice-Presi 
dent, as Chairman ex-officio, and two other members appointed by the President, shall make 
recommendations regarding all resolutions submitted to the Association and shall prepare other 
necessary resolutions, including obituaries. 


All resolutions to be presented shall be submitted in duplicate, one copy being posted by 
the Executive Secretary on the official bulletin board for the information of the membership. 


ARTICLE X—REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


Section |. Annual. It shall be the duty of all standing and special committee chairmen to 
submit reports in writing to the President and the Executive Secretary at some time previous to the 
annual meeting. It is also desirable that a copy be placed in the committee's file for the benejit oj 
succeeding committee chairmen.

meeting was in the form of a Public 
Relations Institute of six sessions fol- 


lowed by discussion groups, plus two 
business sessions to care for the year's 
work, 


The Institute sessions were under the 
direction of Mrs. Mary Duncan Carter, 
Chairman of Institute Program and Gen- 
eral Discussion Leader. The Discussion 
Groups were in charge of the Section 
chairmen, namely, Lawrence Clark 
Powell (College and University Librar- 
ies Section), Ethel Walker (Municipal 
Libraries Section), Mrs. Madison B. 
Fowler (Trustees Section), and Elizabeth 
Owen Williams (Section for Library 
Work with Boys and Girls in and out of 
School.) 

The stenotyped record of the Insti- 
tute proceedings is on file with the 
Executive Secretary. 

The Institute theme for the first day 
was Public Relations Within the Library. 

The FIRST INSTITUTE SESSION was 
held Wednesday morning, April 17, at 
9:30, with Mrs. Bess Ranton Yates as 
Chairman and Mrs. Mary Duncan Car- 
ter as Discussion Leader. There were 


two speakers. Samuel L. Fick, Assistant 
Supervisor, Trade and Industrial Teach- 
er Training, Division of Vocational Edu- 
cation, University of California, spoke 
on "Discussion Techniques." 


Referring to the discussion method as a conf- 
erence, Mr. Fick defined the term as ‘a pool- 
ing of thought of two or more persons for the 
purpose of solving a common problem!’ Of 
course, the word common probably is a very 
essential thing. In the event of discussion in 
which the people are not sufficiently interested, 
of course, there will not be very much of a dis- 
cussion... If you can picture three circles, we'll 
say those three circles are representing different 
individuals, and we'll label them A, B, and C. 
We'll bring these circles together and you will 
not find a complete overhanging of those circles; 
but you will find that by joining them together 
so that they will not overlap, there are certain 
portions in which they will all unite. Therefore, 
certain sections of A and B unite, and B and C. 
There is a picture of just what all takes place in 
a conference. All people do not agree 100 
per cent. This is uniting of opinion and some 
thought emerges from the discussion from which 
united action may take place. 


'...The problem discussed in a conference 
must be one in which the group members have 
had previous experience, one in which they are 
spiritually interested, that the problem is of a 
common nature... Say that you had a group of 
twenty-five people who attended that meeting. 
Perhaps they have had an average number of 
years experience in the occupation or similar 
occupations, say of 10 years. You could mul- 
tiply that, you see, by 10 and you have a splen- 
did background to draw on of approximately 
250 years. It is not possible that any one indi- 
vidual could have all that experience, of course, 
but there is a varied experience, that varied 
knowledge to draw on which is going to make 
a meeting of this nature very valuable. As | 
say, it doesn't make any difference whether it 
is supervisors, or managers—just take a group 
of people who have a common problem in 
mind... 


"... The conference is carried on through 
this method—first, check the problem; second, 
assemble the facts; third, list and check the 
permanent facts; fourth, draw conclusions and 
last, execute the plan...The value of a con- 
ference is that it is a democratic procedure. 
One of those things in which group action is 
taking place, in which each member feels that 
he has a definite responsibility towards the 
thing you are trying to do and he is more will- 
ing to attempt to put the plan into operation .. 
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leader has certain 
duties which he ought to do in a sensible and 
comprehensive way and be very concise. Logi- 
cal and vital points must not be withheld by 
anyone. He must teach the members how to 
further, he should assist the mem- 


bers of the group in the technique of giving; 
he should keep his feet on the ground, use con- 
crete examples, insist upon them and not deal 
in generalities... You will notice all through 
these duties | have given you the leader is 
not an instructor, he is not a teacher. He is a 
leader and many times it is just as well he 
doesn't know very much about the problem to 
be discussed. The important element is that he 
doesn't have an axe to grind, he doesn't have 
a definite opinion formed before he goes there. 


"Now, the conference 


analyze; 


"The conference members have some duties. 
They should take an active part in the discus- 
sion. Often times people hesitate thinking 
their opinions are worthless and yet they have 
very valuable things to offer. They should pres- 
ent their opinions practically without prejudice 
and with a sincere effort to be of service with- 
out intentionally causing argument. They should 
respect the opinions of others—they should 
recognize that one individual should not mon- 
opolize all the time. They should always be will- 
ing to apply the discussion to their own work. 
Too many conferences talk about it but no one 
does anything about it, and they should co- 
operate with the conference leader and carry 
out all the work assigned to them. This implies 
naturally that the conference is not a debate 


... but a discussion for the common good of 
We x5 


In summarizing the advantages of a con- 
ference, | think these five or six statements 
| am going to give you are important. It takes 
@ pool of experience to solve any problems. 
I+ stimulates a vivid desire to think, talk and 
discuss problems which group members have 
in common. It provides a means of better inter- 
pretation of its key persons. It presents a dem- 
ocratic understanaing of workers and manage- 
ment. It tends to develop unified thought and 
acting from hazy, diverse ideas.”’ 


A. R. Albouze, Supervisor of Welfare 
Personnel Standards, Department of 
Social Welfare, State of California, 
spoke on "The Effect of Personnel Ad- 
ministration upon Public Relations.” 


Mr. Albouze reviewed the definition of pub- 
lic relations given by Dr. Leonard D. White in 
his book on Introduction to the Study of Public 
Administration as ‘the composite of all the 
primary and secondary contacts between the 
bureaucracy and citizens and all the inter- 
action of influences and attitudes established 
in these contacts. It is in large part the stuff 


out of which prestige is won or lost for public 
service.” 


He developed his subject ‘from the point of 
view of you as an employee, not you as an an 
administrator" in order to show how good per- 
sonnel administration develops better public 
relations. 


"Among the principal functions of the cen- 
tral personnel agency or civil service board or 
commission are (|) to attract suitable, well- 
trained personnel to fill positions of the pub- 
lic service, (2) to examine candidates through 
competitive examinations, (3) to certify the 
names of eligibles to appointing authorities, 
(4) to install and maintain an adequate system 
of position-classifications and service ratings, 
(5) to maintain a central roster of all em- 
ployees, (6) to make rules and regulations gov- 
erning the operation of the civil service sys- 
tem, and (7) to hear appeals. 


"The important responsibility of the operat- 
ing department, however, is to prescribe the 
duties of each employee and assign him to his 
particular tasks; to supervise and direct the 
employees work; to develop in-service train- 
ing; to handle problems involving employee 
discipline; to make out service ratings of each 
employee; and to develop programs of em- 
plovee safety and welfare. It is clear, there- 
fore, that the operating department still re- 
tains full authority in the more intimate aspects 
of personnel management. If personnel manage- 
ment is human and sound, it will build for 
greater morale among its employees; but when 
manaaqement is unmindful of its duties and re- 
sponsibilities toward its staff of employees, it 
then fails to maintain or develop employee 
‘morale’ without which neither management 
nor administrator may ever hope to obtain an 
effective public relations program. The impor- 
tance of public relations can not be overstressed 
because the final index of success of any branch 
of a democratic government is to be found in 
the approval of the citizens served... 


"... Experience has shown that there is no 
surer way of destroying favorable relations with 
the public than the retention of unfit, ineffi- 
cient, and incapable personnel on the public 
payroll. Another contribution which public per- 
sonnel administration has made for better public 
relations has been the development of sound 
pension systems for the retirement of super 
annuated employees. 


"One of the most highly significant trends 
in public personnel administration within recent 
years has been the qreat development of in- 
service training programs for the public em- 
ployee... 


"In closing we must call attention to the fact 
that proaress has been made through the years 
and gradually the old unfavorable attitudes to- 
werd the government service have been chang- 
ing and we should continue to see these changes 
continue as long as we, as public servants, are 
ever mindful of our obligations, duties and 


responsibilities toward the public which we 
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serve. Let us not overemphasize our rights to 
this or rights to that. Let us forget our so- 
called ‘rights’ and instead let us earn our 
privileges as a reward for efficient, conscient- 
ious, honest, courteous service to the public. 
Let us work toward improving our knowledges, 
skills, and techniques in order that the level of 
performance of the public service may be rais- 
ed. Let us by our daily contacts be ever mind- 
ful of the duties and respect which we owe to 
our ultimate boss,—the public. Yes, public per- 
sonnel administration will do its part in safe- 
guarding the interests of the public relations for 
its public servants. But personnel administra- 
tion does not mean a ‘one way street.’ You 
as public employees are the living organism of 
the personnel system. The future of the public 
service and prestige that it shall earn is de- 
scribed by the words of one of our prominent 
civil service commissioners, Samuel H. Ordway 
Jr., who said: ‘Effectiveness of government func- 
tion depends even less upon the directing abili 
ties of its small and ever changing executive 
personnel, than it does on the morale and effi 
ciency of its far greater and more permanent 
operating force of civil employees.’

First speaker was Rob- 
ert L. Philippi, Director of Public Rela- 
tions and Advertising, Union Oil Com- 
pany of California, whose topic was 
"Service for Sale.'' The address given

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by Mr. Philippi is printed in full in the 
June, 1940, issue of the C.L.A. Bulle- 
tin. Dean T. Smith, Supervisor of Pub- 
lic Relations, Southern California Tele- 
phone Company, spoke on “Why We 
Sound That Way.” 


He talked of the importance of tak- 
ing thought about using one's voice to 
the best advantage for maintaining 
pleasant relations with the public. 


“How important is it, this matter of speech 
over the telephone? It is rather important from 
our standpoint, but it is from yours that | would 
like to talk for a little while this afternoon. We 
have certain qualities of instrumentalities in 
our vocal system. We have a certain size lung 
capacity. We have a certain shaped trachea 
through which that column of air must pass. 
We have a certain form of language. We have 
resonating cavities. We have flexible or non 
flexible palates. We have rigid or pliant lips. 
We have teeth or we lack teeth. There are 
rarely any two voices that sound alike. There 
are many things that we can do about unsatis- 
factory conditions in our voice and that is the 
cause | have for demonstrating just a few min- 
utes what actually can be done. 

"A man said to me, not so long ago when 
| was criticizing his manner of speech, ‘Oh 
but Mr. Smith, you don't know! This is all the 
voice | have! This is the voice | was born with! 
| corrected him immediately. No one was ever 
born with a voice like that. No one was ever 
born with any voice. The new-born child comes 
into the world with the ability to produce 
sound, the wail of that baby is all the voice 
any of us began with..." 


At the conclusion of his talk was 
shown a motion picture, ‘New Voice 
of Mr. X,"' to demonstrate that we can 
really do anything we please with our 
voices. 

“Our own personality is expressed by our 
voices... Public relations is pleasing people. 


Our own ability to please people comes from 
this little attribute of ours, this voice..."

The FIRST GENERAL SESSION was 
held that evening at 8 o'clock, with 
President Bess Ranton Yates presiding. 
An address of welcome was given by 
the Honorable Frances H. Gentry, 
Mayor, City of Long Beach. The Wom- 
en's Symphony Orchestra of Long 
Beach gave a short program. 


The report of the President’ was read 
and accepted upon motion of Muriel 
Mitchell and Frances M. Burket. 


The Minutes of the Forty-Fourth An- 
nual Meeting, held in San Francisco 
June 18-24, 1939, as printed in the 
C.L.A. Bulletin, Volume |, Number 2, 
were approved. 


Coit Coolidge, First Vice-President 
and ex-officio chairman of the Member- 
ship Committee,’ gave his report and 
awarded the district membership gavel 
to San Francisco Bay District. Lolita L. 
Carden, president of the district, ac- 
cepted the gavel in the name of the 
district. The report was accepted upon 
motion of Cornelia D. Plaister and 


Edith Schofield. 


The Secretary-Treasurer summarized 
the financial report® for the incomplete 
fiscal year, stating that it would be 
posted on the Bulletin Board for study. 
The report was accepted upon her mo- 
tion, seconded by Eleanor Stephens. 
The report of the Publications Com- 
mittee® was presented by the chairman, 
Mrs. Hazel Gibson Leeper, and accept- 
ed, and the recommendation therein 
adopted upon her motion, seconded by 
Gretchen D. Knief. 


The President then presented the dis- 
trict presidents, as follows: Amy L. 
Boynton (Golden Empire District’); Joy 
Belle Jackson (Mt. Shasta District’);

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Joseph A. Belloli (Portola District’); 
Lolita L. Carden (San Francisco Bay 
District"); John Paul Stone (Southern 
District”); and Gretchen D. Knief (Yose- 
mite District’). Edna D. Davis repres- 
ented the Redwood District” in the ab- 
sence of H. A. Kendal, president. 


The reports of the California State 
Documents™ and the Education for Lib- 
rarianship’ Committees, Edwin T. Co- 
man, Jr., and Eleanor Stephens, re- 
spectively, were read and accepted 
upon motion of the chairmen, seconded 
by Miss Jackson and Mr. Belloli. 


The report of the Finance Committee” ~ 
was read by the chairman, Althea War- 
ren, who moved its acceptance and the 
adoption of the recommendations. The 
motion was seconded. Charles F. 
Woods presented as a substitute mo- 
tion, "That the committee be thanked, 
the Secretary-Treasurer be commend- 
ed, and that the recommendations be 
referred to the incoming Executive 
Board." Miss Warren explained that 
the single year audit, recommended in 
the report, would be just as inexpen- 
sive as the five year audit now in force, 
and that the accountant who made the 
five year audit had pointed out that 
bonding companies are not responsible 
for discrepancies in funds discovered 
after two years. Also, an annual audit 
would keep the books of the Associa- 
tion in step with changes in the fin- 
ances. For example, the new scale of 
dues and the allotment back to dis- 
tricts could have been handled more 
easily if an accountant had set up forms 
the year the new scale went into ef- 
fect. She explained that the proposed 
increase in the bond of the Secretary- 
Treasurer was necessary because of the 
growing amount of Association funds 
handled each year. 

The Secretary-Treasurer said that she 
had met with the Finance Committee 
to frame the recommendations which 
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were routine and in line with the ac- 
countant's report, and that although 
she would appreciate being commend- 
ed by the Association, the accountant 
had already commended her in his re- 
port and that would seem sufficient. 


Parliamentarian Anne F. Leidendeker 
was asked to pass on the action neces- 
sary for the two motions. Miss War- 
ren withdrew her motion. The vote on 
the substitute motion was taken, and 
the motion lost. 


In discussing the original motion to 
accept the report and adopt the rec- 
ommendations, someone asked if the 
approval of the motion would mean in- 
stalling the new procedure. The Presi- 
dent said that the report and recom- 
mendations, if adopted, would be pass- 
ed on to the Executive Committee for 
action; that the question before the 
house was merely the acceptance of 
the report and the adoption of the 
recommendations. 


Mr. Woods said that the matters of 
the size of the bond and the frequency 
of the audit should be decided by the 


Executive Committee. 


The question was put on the original 
motion to accept the report and adopt 
the recommendations, and the motion 
carried. 


The reports of the Index to Publica- 
tions Committee” (Mrs. Gwendolyn E. 
Hamilton, chairman), the Legislative 
Committee” (Thomas S$. Dabagh, chair- 
man), the Library Standards Commit- 
tee” (Mabel R. Gillis, chairman), the 
Professional Relations Committee” (Cor- 
nelia D. Plaister, chairman), and the 
Regional Cooperation Committee” (Mu- 
riel Mitchell, chairman) were presented 
by the respective chairmen and ac- 
cepted upon their motion, duly sec- 
onded and carried. 


The report of the Constitutional Re- 
vision Committee” was read by the 
chairman, Mrs. Thelma Clark Jackman, 
who moved its acceptance. The motion 
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was seconded by Mrs. Leidendeker. It 
was asked if the acceptance of the re- 
port carried with it the adoption of the 
new Constitution and By-Laws, and the 
answer was “'no."' The motion of accep- 
tance was carried. 

President Yates presented Mrs. Theo- 
dora R. Brewitt, General Convention 
Arrangements Chairman, and thanked 
her for the fine local arrangements 
which had been made. Mrs. Brewitt 
responded that she had not worked 
alone; that she had been ably helped 
by librarians of the Long Beach City 
Schools and by the staff of the Long 
Beach Public Library.

Migratory Labor Camp, Visalia, spoke 
on "The Library's Relations with the 
Migratory Worker." The complete text 
of Mr. Hardie's talk is in the June, 
1940, issue of the C.L.A. Bulletin. Leo 
Jones, Supervisor of Social-Civic Edu- 
cation, W.P.A., State of California, 


spoke on ‘Adult Education Groups.” 
Extracts from his paper follow: 


“Libraries and public schools in many re- 
spects have had a similar history. Both in the 
beginning were private institutions reserved for 
the use of the few. Both have felt the impact 
of the growth of democracy and the scientific 
spirit. The concept of universal free education 
has gone hand in hand with the idea of the free 
public library, although neither ideal has been 
completely achieved. Great areas of our coun- 
try are still inadeauately served by either 
schools or libraries. Yet the goal is there... 


"An examination of two recent publications of 
the Advisory Committee on Education, both 
published in 1938, entitled ‘Report of the Com- 
mittee’ and ‘Library Service,’ shows a_ strik- 
ing parallel between school and library services 
throughout the nation. Current expenditures 
per pupil in schools correspond roughly with 
per capita expenditures for public libraries, 
and the map showing the former could be 
superimposed on the map indicating the latter 
without much disagreement between them. There 
are the same far Eastern and far Western states 
with high expenditures for both schools and 
libraries, the same middle and northern states 
with moderate expenditures and the same south- 
ern belt states with low expenditures for both... 


"These facts are significant for our study of 
adult education in relation to libraries, for it is 
only by the achievement of a reasonable degree 
of equalization throughout the nation in school 
and library facilities that the country as a 
whole can go forward. Ignorance and illiteracy 
like poverty and unemployment are national 
problems transcending state lines. And these 
problems are further complicated by the ease 
with which whole populations may migrate from 
one state or area to another which seems to 
promise better economic conditions. 


"Federal aid both to libraries and schools 
would appear to be the best method to up- 
grade the weaker states and improve the con- 
dition of the stronger states. It would help too 
in the establishment of many new library serv- 
ices of which aid to adult education is one of 
the most important. 

“Libraries used to confine their activities to 
the collecting, storing and lending of books. 
Now they conduct lectures, forums, discussion 
groups, book review clubs, art exhibits, book 
exhibits, classes, movies, radio and phonograph 
concerts, reader's advisory services, and library 


extension to rural areas—to mention only a 
few of the adult educational services furnished 
by the progressive modern library... 


“The library can take a position of leader- 
ship in the movement to improve the style, 
content and form of books and pamphlets in- 
tended for popular reading. The printed ma- 
terials available for adult education have strik- 
ing deficiencies. Most of the text-book mater- 
ial for high school and college students is 
pretty deadly even for the youthful students 
who are compelled to read it. Wise teachers 
are reaching out beyond the text-book and 
drawing on the large body of really vital ma- 
terial which is contained in periodical litera- 
ture, government reports, non-academic books 
and pamphlets, publications of private founda- 
tions, and the like. The adult teacher must do 
likewise. Student interest must be the first 
consideration of adult teaching. So the ma- 
terials must be interesting and understandable. 
The librarian can assist the teacher in discov- 
ering such materials... 


“Librarians are in a key position in passing 
on the readability for adults of the thousands 
of books which pour annually from our print- 
ing presses. They know which books are popu- 
lar, which ones repel; they could carry great 
weight with authors and publishers if they would 
bring their combined knowledge and influence 
to bear on this problem. Libraries and schools 
should cooperate in determining the standards 
of readability and in encouraging the writing 
of interesting, readable books... 


"How can the library utilize such instruments 
as the radio, motion picture, and sound-record- 
ing devices to serve the needs of adult educa- 
tion? The possibilities are enormous. These new 
instruments of communication and recording 
are probably as significant for education as the 
invention of printing. May we not envision the 
library of the future as the depository and 
lender of films and recordings in much the 
same manner as it now collects and _ utilizes 
printed material? ... The radio too—and tele- 
vision—are potential instruments for adult edu- 
cation which the library, the school and all 
adult education agencies must utilize if thev 
are to meet the challenge of the needs of 
today. 


“In a world in which the forces of evil seem 
about to triumoh in many areas of human affairs, 
there is an especially heavy responsibility on 
all educational institutions that are striving to 
preserve the hard-won values of civilization and 
to direct our thinking and acting toward con- 
structive and humane solutions of our prob- 
lems. In this situation we must revise and ex- 
tend our concept of the purposes of adult 
education. We must think of it as no longer 
engaged merely with the personal enrichment 
and adjustment of the individual. It must reach 
deeper and grapple with those problems on 
whose solution depends the very continuance 
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of our democratic way of life. The growth in 
human knowledge, tolerance and fundamental 
social morality in all men and women is the 
only magic key to progress. And this growth 
is an educational process with which adult edu- 
cation must increasingly concern itself. We 
look to the library to do its part in this com- 
mon task." 

At noon the Junior Members” had 
a luncheon meeting at the Villa Riviera, 
with chairman Anne L. Leigh presiding. 


The FOURTH INSTITUTE SESSION 
convened that afternoon at 2:00 o'clock, 
with Mary Duncan Carter as chairman 
and discussion leader. There was a Pan- 
el Discussion, "What is News?" con- 
ducted by Virginia Marvin. Partici- 
pants were Homer K. Johnston, Fea- 
ture Editor, Long Beach Press-Telegram; 
Harry B. Frishman, Instructor in Jour- 
nalism, Long Beach Junior College; and 
Mrs. Theodora R. Brewitt, City Librar- 
ian of Long Beach. 


To Mrs. Brewitt's question about get- 
ting publicity or interpretation of ac- 
tivities into newspapers, Mr. Frishman 
answered that ''... fundamentally basic 
with all interpretation work is to find 
a newspaperman, probably a reporter 
or editor in your community, and make 
a friend of that man. | am _ thinking 
when | was a little smaller and wanted 
a chocolate cake made at home... 
| always helped wash the dishes and 
probably cut the lawn. | went out of 
my way to make a good friend there. 
That is probably the thing for you to 
do, make some contact with the news- 
paperman. 


Mr. Johnston added that . the 
library should be a regular store house 
of interesting news, and by news | 
mean happenings that are of interest 
to the average reader. | think the |i- 
brarian should remember that the edi- 
tor wants principally what he believes 
that the majority of his readers are in- 
terested in reading. He prefers to print 
a story that will have a wide general 
appeal rather than simply a little plua 
for the library for a booster. A good 
newspaper story can be of wide and 
general appeal."

Mrs. Marvin told about one of her 
pet library news stories, something that 
happened when she was conducting a 
small library. ''...A very hurried gen- 
tleman came in and asked for a copy 
of ‘Paul Revere's Ride.’ He just took 
one look in it and said ‘Thanks’ and 
started out. My assistant said, ‘Don't 
you want it?’ And he said, ‘No, | just 
wanted to see when my wife's birthday 
was. It is in there.’ Well, we took that 
little incident and we made a little box 
on the front page of our local paper 
because it was a catchy little story. 
We told about the poor hurried hus- 
band who wanted to remember his 
wife's birthday and in his hour of dis- 
tress he turned to the library.” 


Good news stories illustrate that the 
library is not just a place where you 
can get a book to read, but that the 
library can be used in many valuable 
ways. Mrs. Marvin continued, '’.. . Li- 
brarians insist upon wanting to tell the 
public about their technique and their 
ideals and their standards. What the 
public wants to know is ‘what does it 
mean to me’, and what newspapers 
want to print is what it means to the 
people who read the newspapers. Li- 
brarians are going to have to get the 
idea in their heads that the indirect 
publicity is really the most valuable 
publicity because it is read by more 
people and not just librarians." 


Care must be taken that human in- 
terest stories do not violate the confi- 
dence of the public, by printing items 
in bad taste just for the sake of humor. 
Mr. Frishman illustrated the idea that 
news stories must be simple, and that 
pictures must show action and tell a 
story to be effective. 


"The people of Long Beach were 
very much worried. They decided the 
schools did not teach their children any- 
thing about the 3 r's, they did not 
teach them reading, writing and ‘rith- 
metic. So the problem was to acquaint 
the people of Long Beach with the fact 
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that they still teach these. The super- 
‘intendent could have issued a state- 
ment: 'We do teach reading, writing, 
and 'rithmetic,’ but no one would read 
it. What they did was to take a chubby 
little boy, kind of fat, big round eyes, 
rather a mischievous one who didn't 
like arithmetic very much; and he was 
shown struggling with an aritmetic prob- 
lem. He had a worried look of 'I don't 
see why they have all this arithmetic. 
We don't need to learn all this arith- 
metic. They have adding machines.’ 
Next figure showed him at the adding 
machine scratching his head. Third fig- 
ure showed him reading his arithmetic 
problems and the idea that they still 
teach arithmetic was put in the paper. 
lf you take someone and jamb some- 
thing down his throat, he won't take it; 
but if you offer it on a platter he will 
take it.” 


A story relating to two community 
activities will be more interesting than 
if it just represents one (e.g. Boy Scouts 
learning how to bind books in the li- 
brary for their merit badge in book 
binding.) 


To the question about making a sta- 
tistical story interesting Mr. Frishman 
suggested: "'...A new telephone book 
came out and we had to make a story 
out of that so we counted all the Jones 
and Smiths and let it read ‘Jones 
Wins.’ Get some little handle that will 
attract attention, arouse their interest 
wih that and then give them their sta- 
tistics and they will eat them up.’ 


And to illustrate the effectiveness of 
making simple comparisons, Mr. John- 
ston said "... It takes so much, a ton 
and a half of paper, to print one edi- 
tion of a newspaper. That seems like 
a lot of paper, but one doesn't visualize 
that would be a ribbon of paper that 
would reach half way around the world. 
To point out that makes it interesting. 
Make simple comparisons.” 


Questions from the floor concluded 
the discussion. 


The radio and news was represented 
by ''Meet the Author," interviewing 
Susan Wells and Anthony Boucher, au- 
thors, and by the Film Book Club of 
the Air's presentation of "Rebecca", 
directed by Mrs. Mary Duncan Carter, 
assisted by Mary Elizabeth Nichols and 
Herman Smith of the School of Library 
Science of the University of Southern 
California.

FRIDAY, APRIL 19, 1940 


The subject for Friday was Public 
Relations with the Representatives of 
City, County and State Government. 


The FIFTH INSTITUTE SESSION 
opened at 9:30 o'clock that morning 
to consider the Library and Legisla- 
tive Bodies. 

The chairman was Thomas S. Dabagh. 
The discussion leader was Mrs. Mary 
Duncan Carter. J. W. Charleville, City 
Manager of the City of Long Beach, 
spoke on "The Library and Local Gov- 
ernment." 

Extracts from Mr. Charleville's speech 
follow: 

"We in public service are sales people, just 
as definitely as those in other commercial fields. 
It is, therefore, important that our work be- 
come a part of our daily living and that we 
express our enthusiasm and our interest in every- 
thing we do. It is also important that you study 
the commercial value of your service and keep 
it constantly before the public... 
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| would also stress my public relations with 
my employees. Have them plan and study con- 
tinuously methods of service to the public and 
ways and means of selling your service. The 
word selling | must admit does not nave the 
refinement that generally goes, or should co, 
with educational institutions such as library 
service. However, we are faced with realities, 
therefore, we must deal with them very defi- 
nitely... 


"Keep the merchant and the manufacturer 
informed on special services available to them 
through your libraries. You should make use 
of all available books and literature dealing 
with public relations and be ever alert to use 
the most acceptable methods in your com- 
munity. Keep the public informed. Study the 
housewife's problems. Send out publicity on 
helpful publications available on different sub- 
jects. Let the business man, the manufacturer, 
the professional man and the housewife know 
the dollar and cent value of your organization. 
Do not be modest about your work. Find out 
your community need and then cater to that 
need... 


Regardless of the form of government it is 
essential that you study your community needs. 
Stress the things that meet with public popu- 
larity and keep your organization in front. Re- 
member that you are the leader and not the 
driver. You will succeed only as your employees 
succeed. Let vour deputies feel their impor- 
tance and let them have the credit for some of 
the work which you are doing and you will 
find that your task is much easier... 


Most of our libraries are largely controlled 
by women and while some of you may still 
feel that this is a man's world | challenge you 
to find a man who will refuse to listen to the 
average woman if she will properly present 
herself. Therefore, | contend that you have the 
power and the control in your own hands... 


“Public service is a continuous selling job 
and, in my judgment, there is entirely too little 
of it done. Do not isolate yourself, you cannot 
get anywhere running in a circle. Mix with all 
city officials, study their problems and be alert 
to supply the needs of the community... Your 
worth to the community individually, or col- 
lectively, depends upon the public knowledge 
of your service. Make sure you study your 
community need and then serve that need." 


Senator John Phillips of Banning, Cali- 
fornia, then discussed ''The Library and 
the State Legislature.'' He talked par- 
ticularly of the role of the Legislator in 
a government of and for the people of 
California and pointed out that: 


"2. The job has been taken little by little 
out of our hands and put into the hands ot 
these representatives of what we call ‘third 


house’ [lobbyists], or the departments them- 
selves have taken over little by little the func. 
tions of government by building up of... .bur- 
eaus and departments and divisions...with a 
rapidity which today gives you some 350 func- 
tions of government in California as compared 
with the very few functions of government that 
were contemplated in the Constitution. And 
then we have these two movements away from 
the making of laws by the legislature...| do 
think that into that picture could come first of 
all an influence on your part by increasing the 
interest in legislative procedure of the people 
who come to you, so that veople may realize 
that until something is done about that, we 
will, little by little, lose free government. 


“No matter by what term you call it it is 
dictatorship, and step by step we in California 
are going down the same road as people in 
other countries: first by apathy; second, unem- 
ployment; and third by need of coming to 
know their problems of government; and finally, 
well, we are in such a mess that we need a 
strong hand. That is the first thing | say to you. 
Where does dictatorship strike first? It strikes 
first at the school, but it strikes second at 
the libraries. You would no longer have free 
libraries in a state in which there was strictly 
totaletarian or central government. It is a very 
far fetched idea that | suggest to you this 
morning, but don't forget | sit right at the side 
lines and watch the play and take part in the 
game, too. We see this just as definitely mov- 
ing down the line of centralized government 
and control as any of you people could see it 
you made a comparable study. Make a study 


"... You librarians are not teachers and yet 
you are teachers; you are not propagandists 
and yet you are propagandists... You are 
teachers only in that you place opportunity for 
people to learn. You are not propagandists 
because that word is in ill repute, but you are 
propagandists, not for a cause or a beneficial 
use but for disinterested discussion of a sub- 
ject.... Libraries should have money in an 
educational propaganda fund.... You call it 
something like propaganda or education or poli- 
tical education when really you mean nothing 
but to put money into the budget for a speci- 
fic function of a library, which is to take the 
library to the people or to make it possibe for 
them to know it is there..." 


He concluded with the opinion that 
it is the duty of librarians to sift pro- 
paganda and see that the public gets 
good reading material.

ional Group of Catalogers, presiding. 
Hazel Dean of the School of Library 
Science of the University of Southern 
California spoke on ‘Current Practice 
in the Teaching of Cataloging." The 
group met at the Lafayette Hotel. 


The Book Order Librarians also held 
a luncheon that day at the Villa Riv- 
iera, with Mrs. Elsie P. Lee presiding. 

The SIXTH INSTITUTE SESSION was 
held that afternoon, with Thomas S.

SATURDAY, APRIL 20, 1940 


The SECOND BUSINESS SESSION 
opened at 9:30 A.M. with President 
Bess Ranton Yates presiding. Announce- 
ment was made of the election of the 
following Section chairmen: College and 
University Libraries Section, Robert L. 
Gitler; Section for Work with Boys and 
Girls, Nanette Morgan; Municipal Li- 
braries Section, Ethel DeWitt; and Trus- 
tees Section, P. J. Kramer. 


Greetings were read from Ralph 
Munn, President of the American Li- 
brary Association, Edith V. Titcomb, 
President of the School Library Asso- 
ciation of California, and Fleda E. 
Smith, State Chairman, Committee on 
Home Economics in Education through 
Libraries Co-operative Extension Work 
in Agriculture and Home Economics, 
State of California. 
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Announcement was made that pub- 
licity for the meeting had been hand- 
led by Mrs. Elsie P. Lee and Virginia 
Marvin, and that the extensive pub- 
licity obtained so far was on display 
in the Contact Bureau of the Hilton 
Hotel. 

The report on Cooperation with the 
California Society of Secondary Edu- 
cation™ was given by Margaret Gird- 
ner who moved the acceptance of the 
report and the adoption of its recom- 
mendation. The motion of acceptance 
and adoption was seconded by Mabel 
Thomas and the motion was carried. 

The report of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee” was presented by its ex-officio 
chairman, John E. Goodwin, First Vice- 
president and accepted upon his mo- 
tion, seconded by Lawrence Clark Pow- 
ell. The members then stood during the 
reading of the year's necrology”. 

President Yates presented Mrs. Mary 
Duncan Carter, Chairman of the Insti- 
tute Program Committee, and thanked 


her for the splendid Institute program. 


Charles F. Woods and Thomas S. 

Dabagh were appointed a committee 
on elections. 
' Junior Members Petition. The Secre- 
tary-Treasurer read the petition of the 
Junior Members to be established as a 
C.L.A. Section, as submitted to the 
September 30, 1939, meeting of the 
Executive Committee and approved by 
that committee for submitting to the 
1940 annual meeting. It was moved by 
Mrs. Anne L. Leigh, seconded by Jos- 
eph A. Belloli, and carried, ‘that the 
petition of the Junior Members be 
granted and that the Junior Members 
Section be established in the Califor- 
nia Library Association.” 


ADOPTION OF THE PROPOSED 

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAW 
CHANGES 

The President stated that the next 


order of business was the consideration 
of the proposed Constitution and By-

Law™ amendments as prepared by the 
Constitutional Revision Committee in 
compliance with the general recommen- 
dations of the 1937-38 Organization 
Committee. (See Minutes of the Los 
Angeles Meeting, May 18-21, 1938, 
p. 9). 

It was ruled that it would not be 
necessary to read the changes, inas- 
much as preliminary drafts had been 
mailed to the members and the final 
draft, containing minor changes, had 
been handed to members upon regis- 
tering at the present meeting. 

It was moved by Mrs. Thelma C. 
Jackman and seconded by Mrs. Dor- 
othy E. Rosen, that ‘the constitution 
and by-law changes as prepared by the 
Constitutional Revision Committee be 
adopted." 

DISCUSSION: Mrs. Jackman said 
that they were voting on the changes 
only. Miss Plaister said that the panel 
discussion of ‘Wednesday evening had 
been disappointing because there was 
no discussion from the floor. Susan T. 
Smith said the same, adding that she 
was not opposed to changes, but she 
felt that these changes were important 
enough to have thorough discussion. 
It was pointed out that there had been 
opportunity at the district meetings for 
discussion. There was discussion of the 
separation of the office of Secretary- 
Treasurer into two offices, a Treasurer 
and an Executive Secretary, participat- 
ed in by Edwin T. Coman, Jr., Thomas 
S. Dabagh, Dr. Fulmer Mood, and Mrs. 
Theodora R. Brewitt. The matter of the 
voting power of the Executive Secre- 
tary was considered, the committee 
stated that it had not been the pur- 
pose to give the Secretary a vote, but 
the committee had not realized that 
ex-officio" board member voted. |t 
was pointed out that although the bond 
protects the Association, it is more 
efficient to have the second officer. 
The Secretary-Treasurer said that she 
favored the change, especially now that

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the Association funds are increasing so 
rapidly through raised dues and Bulletin 
advertising. 

The motion as given above was put 
to vote and the motion carried. 


The President said that the vote 
thanked the committee for the great 
amount of work needed for the revision. 


The Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Association,” as amended at this meet- 
ing, April 20, 1940, are as printed in 
the September, 1940, issue of the Bul- 
letin. 


The session then enjoyed an address 
by Dr. Mildred Struble, Professor of 
Comparative Literature, University of 
Southern California, "Judging Modern 
Literature.''* 


The report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee” (Bessie B. Silverthorn, chairman) 
was presented by Mrs. Carma R. Zim- 
merman, committee member. The fol- 
lowing officers were nominated for the 
year 1940-41: President, John D. Hen- 
derson; First Vice-president, Mabel In- 
ness; Second Vice-president, Dr. Evelyn 
S. Little. Mrs. Bess Ranton Yates was 
nominated delegate to the May-June, 
1940 meeting of the A.LA. It was 
moved by Edwin T. Coman, Jr., and 
seconded by Mrs. Zimmerman, that the 
nominations be closed. The motion car- 
tied. Mr. Henderson and Miss Inness 


were escorted to the platform and the 
election was postponed until Dr. Little 
might be brought to the meeting room. 

The Secretary-Treasurer read invita- 
tions for the 1941 meeting from Del 
Monte, Sacramento, San Jose and 
Stockton. An invitation for the 1942 
meeting was received from San Diego. 
These invitations were automatically 
referred to the incoming Executive 
Board. 

Election. Since Dr. Little was not yet 
present, the election continued without 
her. It was moved by Mr. Belloli, sec- 
onded and duly carried that the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer cast the unanimous bal- 
lot of the Association for the officers 
named in the report of the Nominating 
Committee and for the delegate to the 
American Library Association named 
therein. 

Mr. Henderson accepted the presi- 
dency with an expression of apprecia- 
tion to the members, and remarked 
that the new corps of officers would be 
faced with the adjustments incidental 
to having two constitutions guiding 
Association activities. 

The Meeting adjourned at 12 noon.

881.

An oft-voiced criticism that the col- 
lege and university section is a weak 
sister was met this year by a plan which 
gave the academic members three 
meetings in which to discuss their prob- 
lems. In keeping with the technique of 
the Public Relations Institute, the dis- 
cussion method was followed. 


Public Relations on the Campus was 
the first day's topic. Discussion was led 
by Fanny Alice Coldren, Reference Li- 
brarian at the University of California, 
Los Angeles. Following the meeting a 
luncheon was held at the Hotel Lafay- 
ette, attended by 75 members of the 
section. Secretary Dorothy M. Drake, 
Librarian of Scripps College, introduc- 
ed the speaker, Ward Ritchie, printer 
and lecturer on the graphic arts, who 
talked on John Gutenberg. 

On the second .day Dr. Evelyn Steel 
Little, Librarian of Mills College, led a 
discussion of Public Relations off the 
Campus. 


The final session was devoted to the 


Relations of libraries with their sources 
of revenue. Discussion was led by Dr. 
Nathan van Patten, Director of Librar- 
ies at Stanford University. 


Robert L. Gitler, of San Jose State 
College Library, was unanimously elect- 
ed chairman for 1940-41. 


The response to this enlarged sched- 
ule of activities was decidedly favor- 
able. The three days’ attendance num- 
bered 161. The main criticism was that 
the discussion period of one hour was 
too short. It is evident that the acad- 
emic section will play a role in C.L.A. 
affairs to the extent that its special 
interests are recognized and adequate 
ly planned for at all general meetings. 
Unusually detailed minutes of this year's 
meetings were kept by the secretary, 
copies of which may be borrowed from 
the chairman. The energetic coopera- 
tion of Mrs. Yates, Mrs. Carter and the 
discussion leaders was a large factor in 
the success of the meetings. Lawrence 
Clark Powell was Section chairman for 
the year. 


Junior Members Section

The annual meeting of the Junior 
Members Round Table of the Califor- 
nia Library Association was held in Long 
Beach April 18, 1940 during the C.L.A. 
Institute. Mrs. Anne Leigh, chairman, 
presided at the business meeting that 
followed a luncheon at the Villa Riviera. 
Chairman Anne Leigh's call to order at 
1:00 p.m. of the 103 persons who were 
present included a welcome to the Long 
Beach convention, a progress report on 
the pending petition to the C.L.A. for 
Sectionship for Juniors, and a reminder 
of the responsibility of each Junior for 


making the General Tea on April |9 
a widely known, successful Junior acti- 
vity. District Chairmen throughout the 
state were presented, each of whom 
introduced the Chairmen-elect for 
1940-41. 

District reports, now appearing in 
printed form in the Junior's publication 
the ''Deadline'’, were omitted from the 
program. Minutes of the 1939 meet- 
ing held at the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco were read, approved, and ac- 
cepted. Because of limited time, the 
Treasurer's report (on file) was omitted. 
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Constituting an enlightening and in- 
teresting survey of the year's progress, 
the chairman of the committees report- 
ed as follows: 


Elizabeth Reid, chairman of the Mem- 
bership Committee, announced that a 
roster of Junior members in California 
is being completed with information 
gained from the 1940 convention regis- 
tration. 


Edwin Castagna’'s oral report as chair- 
man of the Policies Committee crystal- 
lized the raison d'etre of the Junior 
organization, that of formulating pro- 
gressive ideas for meeting the chal- 
lenges of our practice. 


Marie Wild, chairman of the Pub- 
lications Committee reported the issue 
of the second number of the ‘'Dead- 
line.’ ‘Its form and size were similar to 
the first issue and the contents were 


presumably pertinent to the pending 
convention. 


Yetive Applegate, chairman of the’ 
Activities Committee, reported on the 
accomplishments of the ‘Local Index’’ 
project, that, ‘due to various difficul- 
ties encountered in some districts the 
project can not be finished until 1941." 


It was moved by Evelyn Benagh and 
seconded by Yetive Applegate that the 
Juniors undertake the A.L.A. Cost of 
Living survey as a state activity for 
1940-41. The motion was passed. 


News from Irene Fetty, Juniors’ chair- 
man for A.L.A. for 1939-40, was read 
by Norma Ireland. 


_ Expression of opinions on the ques- 
tion of section dues resulted in the fol- 


lowing proposals that led to the final 
motion: 


Lloyd Jorgensen's original motion, 
seconded by Marie Wild, was, that in 
view of our pending sectionship in 
C.L.A., that dues be collected through 
C.L.A. and reallocated to the districts. 
Motion was withdrawn. 
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James Moon's motion to amend the 
constitution and to charge 35c per 
member, 25c per member to be re- 
turned to the district, and |!0c per 
member to be used for the Junior's 
governing body, was seconded by How- 
ard Rowe. Motion was withdrawn. 


Robert Gitler made a motion that, 
instead of stating the exact figures, 
give the power to fix the rate of dues 
to the executive committee and eli- 
minate constitutional amendment when 
necessary changes occur. Motion was 
withdrawn. 


Settlement of the question of section 
dues became a problem for the new 
executive board to solve by a motion 
made by Lloyd Jorgensen and second- 
ed by Robert Gitler. 


The report of the Nominating com- 
mittee was accepted without any addi- 
tions and Edwin Castagna, Librarian of 
Ukiah Public Library, became chairman* 
for 1940-41 by a unanimous vote. 


Helen Haines, lecturer, teacher, and 
friend of the Juniors reminded us that 
our organization is the life line for 
the lesser and fewer youths in contem- 
porary civilization. Although Shakes- 
peare wrote, ‘Her voice was ever soft, 
gentle, and low, an excellent thing in 
woman... Miss Haines prompted us 
to speak up; for, she believes, we have 
interesting things to say. 


Robert Gitler reviewed the purposes 
of an organization, of which he is a 
member, that functions as a reviewing 
agency for banned books. The members 
attempt to formulate opinions that will 
maintain the library's Bill of rights and 
contribute to the librarians’ comfort. 
The group, which parallels the Ameri- 
can Association of University Profes- 
sors, functions satisfactorily in Northern 
California and is composed of men 
within a short geographical radius of 
San Francisco.

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Municipal Libraries Section 
FRANCES WOODWORTH, Secretary 


The first Institute Session of the Muni- 
cipal Libraries Section was held on 
Wednesday, April 17, 1940. Ethel 
Walker was chairman; Helen Seymour, 
discussion leader. The topic discussed 
was "How can the Public Library help 
the Personnel for Better Public Rela- 
tions." At the end of the talk it was 
concluded that any library is good, 
bad, or indifferent, because of its per- 
sonnel. If we expect to establish good 
public relations with tax payers, we 
must give our staff every considera- 
tion within our means. A happy, con- 
tented staff makes for best service and 
satisfied customers. 

Cornelia D. Plaister led a discus- 
sion, the subject of which was '‘Public 
Relations Within the Library... A li- 
brary patron's first contact over the 
desk or telephone should be with a 
trained librarian. Training employees is 
important. Each new employee should 
be given detailed instruction. Let the 
public know what you are doing. Some 
libraries budget from 2% to 30% of 
their gross incomes for the work. 

On Thursday, April 18, Mrs. Elza M. 
Blanchard led a discussion on ‘'Public 
Relations Outside the Library.'' Some 
of the plans for establishing this rela- 
tionship were through public forums, 
book clubs, P.T.A's., Family Relations 
Conferences and evening schools. Other 
groups responsive to library help are 
art and garden clubs, foreign born and 
parental education groups. 

Faith Holmes Hyers was the 
leader of the discussion on ‘Publicity 
through Radio and Newspaper.” For 
radio publicity there are two things 
necessary—the urgent desire for it and 
then, some part of the budget set aside 
for this use. Newspaper publicity may 
be obtained by asking a reporter to 


call at the library or you may take in 
your own article and stop for a friend- 
ly chat with the editor. Skill is requir- 
ed in presenting old books but this 
should be encouraged. 


On Friday, April 19, Grace R. Tay- 
lor led a discussion on ‘The Library 
and Legislative Bodies.'' The discussion 
was centered around the method of 
presenting information concerning the 
budget to the apportioning board. It 
was agreed that a year round educa- 
tional program for the community, a 
knowledge of city government, proper 
budget preparation, and a convincing 
method of presentation of the actual 
budget were all vital factors. 

Gretchen Knief was the leader of 
discussion concerning the extension of 
library service to migratory labor 
groups within the state. Miss Knief, in 
summarizing the discussion, remarked 
that,...''these migratory peoples are 
not entirely irresponsible, but are ap- 
preciative. We should give them the 
best we can afford, for soon they will 
be California citizens like the rest of 
us, and not just ‘Okies.' If we do not 
give them the best in our power to 
give, we are missing an opportunity— 
a great challenge to adult educa- 
tion..." 

A business meeting was held Friday 
afternoon at which Miss Walker ex- 
pressed the gratitude of the section 
for the success of the discussion group 
and the able leadership which they had 
enjoyed. She paid tribute to the var- 
ious secretaries for their detailed re- 
ports.

The annual business meeting of the 
Section for Library Work with Boys and 
Girls In and Out of School, was called 
to order by the Chairman, Elizabeth 
Williams, Friday afternoon, April | 9th, 
1940, in the Municipal Auditorium at 
Long Beach, California. 

The meeting was late in opening due 
to a delay in the preceding general 
session. Therefore a motion was made 
by Gladys English, seconded and car- 
ried that the reading of the minutes of 
the last annual business meeting be dis- 
pensed with as they are available in 
printed form in the C.L.A. Bulletin. 


The treasurer's report was given by 
Helen Fuller, who made the motion the 
report be accepted. It was seconded 
and carried. The exact balance on hand 
to be turned over to the new adminis- 
tration could not be given since two 
more issues of the Roundabout are still 
to be published. But the estimate was 
placed at $85.00. 


PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 


Marion Horton gave the following 
report of the Publicity Committee: 

The Publicity Committee reports the 
publication of eight numbers of the 
Roundabout of Books, with two others 


in preparation. New books were re- 
viewed in the numbers from August 
through November. The December num- 
ber was devoted to music. For January 
a committee of children's librarians in 
the Los Angeles Public Library prepar- 
ed a list of Modern standards, with 
standards for their selection. This state- 
ment of basic principles has attracted 
attention from writers and editors of 
children's books all over the country. 
In February a list of biographies and 
historical fiction was published and in 
March a list of outdoor books for Cali- 
fornia. A list for story tellers, based on 
suggestions from the children's librar- 
ians in Los Angeles is planned for April 


and new books will be reviewed in May. 

"The Library and Textbook Section 
of the Los Angeles Board of Education 
subscribed to 500 copies of each issue 
at five cents a copy. This made it pos- 
sible to print the numbers during the 
year. Copies have been sent to the 
255 members of the Section and to 59 
subscribers who are not members of 
the Section: librarians, teachers’ and 
principals in Massachusetts, New York, 
Connecticut, Ohio, Texas and Minne- 
sota as well as in California. Compli- 
mentary copies are sent to the pub- 
lishers whose books are reviewed, and 
to the editors of the Horn Book, Wil- 
son Bulletin and Library Journal. Sev- 
eral librarians gave a year's subscrip- 
tion as a Christmas gift to their friends. 


"The Committee recommends that 
some stable method of financing the 
publication be evolved, and that the 
dates of publication be changed from 
August to May, to September to June. 
Because of summer vacations and the 
scarcity of books in the summer, it is 
difficult to publish a number in August. 


"The Committee thanks the publish- 


ers who have provided books for re- 


view, cuts for the covers and permis- 
sion to quote extracts from various 
books. We wish to express our appre- 
ciation to the Director of the Library 
and Textbook Section who made the 
printing of the Roundabout possible, to 
the Chairman of the Section for her 
unfailing help, to the children's librar- 
ians who have contributed reviews, and 
to the members of the Section for their 
support.

CONSTITUTION 


Claire Nolte, gave the report of the 
Committee on Constitutional Amend- 
ment as follows: 


Change Article I—NAME TO READ:. 


The name of this Section of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association shall be the 
Section for Library Work with Boys 
and Girls. 


The motion was made, seconded and 
carried that the constitution be so 
amended. 


The chairman reported on the recom- 
mendations made to the committee for 
revision of the Constitution and by- 
laws of the California Library Associa- 
tion as to procedure affecting the Sec- 
tion for Library Work with Boys and 
Girls. The recommendations were ap- 
proved by the Section council members 
and accepted by the committee. Two 
additional corrections not included in 


the mimeographed copy of the pro- 
posed revision were agreed upon by 
the committee and will appear in the 
final copy. (I) They will add a state- 
ment to the effect that the method of 
determining the appointment of the 
council members of each section shall 
be governed by the constitution and 
by-laws of the section. This will provide 
for the functioning of the plan with 
Boys and Girls. (2) They will add "ex 
officio" to Article V, Section 6 to make 
this statement consistent with the ap- 
proved revision of Article V, Section 7b. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


The chairman next reported that she 
had received many requests for copies 
of "Choosing the right book’ which 
had been forwarded to Mildred Bat- 
chelder of the American Library Asso- 
ciation Headquarters who still has avail- 
able for free distribution, copies of the 
reprint of the list as it appeared in the 
Elementary English Review. |n accord- 
ance with a motion at the last annual 
business meeting, the reprinting of a 
revised edition of this list was referred 
to the Book Evaluation Committee of 
the Section for Library Work with Chil- 
dren of the American Library Associa- 
tion. They replied that they would con- 
sider the matter at the annua! business 
meeting in May. 


Miss English explained the Children's 
Crusade and made a plea to all chil- 
dren's librarians to take an active part 
in it. It is a movement to aid child 
refugees of the world by asking Ameri- 
can children to give a penny for each 
year of their age. Anne Carrol! Moore 
is the chairman of the library commit- 
tee in charge of library cooperation 
and publicity. April 22-30 is the date 
of the special plea. Miss English gave 
out two lists prepared by the Los An- 
geles Public Library. She further men- 
tioned a list prepared by the St. Louis 
Public Library in 1938 available at 3c 
a copy. 
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The chairman presented the request 
from Mrs. Bess Yates, President of Cali- 
fornia Library Association, that we as 
a section go on record as approving 
Randolph Hearst's campaign to expel 
all salacious literature from the news- 
stands. Since the libraries are working 
with the coordinating councils on this 
very problem, a motion was made by 
Miss Girdner that the question be laid 
on the table. Seconded and carried. 

The chairman asked for expression 
from the group as to how profitable 
and satisfactory members felt the Insti- 
tute program had been for our section. 
These are the suggestions: 

Interest was expressed in the Insti- 
tute type of program though it was 
suggested that other topics might have 
greater interest for both school and 
children's librarians. At least one ses- 
sion might be devoted to some dis- 
cussion of books. 

This opportunity for participation by 
the members was commended though 
it was felt that a smaller, more informal 
group would have permitted a better 
exchange of ideas. 

The discussion leaders felt that some 
advance training or experience in the 
conference technique would have been 
helpful.

A new edition of the Union List of Per- 
iodicals in the Libraries of Southern 
California has been compiled by the 
Southern California Chapter of the 
Special Libraries Association under the 
direction of Mrs. Frances Davis. The 
Southern District, through its Coordi- 
nating Committee on Union Lists (Mrs. 
Anne F. Leidendeker, chairman) pro- 
vided money to assist in the final prep- 
aration for its printing as Publication 
No. 4 of the Southern District. The 


C.L.A. has been asked to stand as guar- 
antor for the expense of printing pend- 
ing sale of the publication. 


The report of the Regional Coopera- 
tion Committee (John Paul Stone, chair- 


man), outlined the first of a series of 
important studies of the resources of 
the libraries of Southern California as 
revealed by the holdings recorded in 
various union lists prepared under the 
sponsorship of the district. Two studies 
based upon the Union List of Local 
Documents in the Libraries of Southern 
California and made by a subcommit- 
tee of the Regional Cooperation Com- 
mittee resulted in the appointment of a 
permanent subcommittee composed of 
Fannie Alice Coldren, Mrs. Dorothy E. 
Rosen and Josephine Hollingsworth, 
chairman, to (I) encourage public |i- 
braries to maintain files of their own 
city, county, and district documents, 
(2) assist them in building up their files, 
(3) advise them in their care and pres- 
ervation, (4) serve as an intermediary 
in the disposition of materials discard- 
ed by libraries in the ordinary manner, 
(5) consider the possibilities of establish- 
ing some exchange center for local 
documents offered by various libraries, 
pending that time when a complete ex- 
change center may be devised for the 
region. A further major study outlined 
by the Committee on Regional Coop- 
eration during the past year and ready 
to be developed with the necessary 
W.P.A. help is the compilation of a 
chronology of newspaper files based on 
holdings as shown in the Union List of 
Newspapers in Offices of Publishers and 
in Libraries of Southern California. 
Other projects recommended for future 
study by the Regional Cooperation 
Committee were: (I) the establishment 
of a center for the exchange of dupli- 
cates in Southern California libraries; 
(2) the establishment of a cooperative 
purchasing center in Southern Califor- 
nia under the sponsorship of the li- 
braries themselves; (3) a study of the 
serial holdings of Southern California 
libraries as reported in the new Union 
List of Serials in Libraries of Southern 
California; (4) further studies which 
might serve to complete the survey of 
the resources of Southern California 
libraries.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


We, the Finance Committee, have 
examined the books and checked the 
accounts of the Secretary-Treasurer for 
the period September 26th, 1939, to 
April 3rd, 1940, and find them to be 
correct and in excellent order. 

According to the By-Laws, Article II 
Section 2, ‘'At least every five years 
the Finance Committee shall have all 
accounts of the Association audited by 
a certified public accountant.’ Since 
the present Constitution containing this 
by-law was adopted May 5, 1935, the 
Finance Committee secured the serv- 
ices of the Harry L. Nourse Audit Com- 
pany, Suite 226 Holmby Building, West- 
wood, to audit all accounts of the Asso- 
ciation from the presidential year of 
the new Constitution. The last para- 
graph of the very practical and com- 
plete report prepared by Mr. T. Cedric 
Browne, certified public accountant of 
the Harry L. Nourse Audit Company, 
states: 

As a result of this audit, we hereby 
certify that, to the best of our knowl- 
edge and belief, all cash received by 
the California Library Association dur- 
ing the period from April 24, 1934 to 
August 31, 1939 has been correctly 
accounted for and deposited to the 
bank account of the Association, and 
that all cash disbursements have been 
made by your Secretary-Treasurer for 
duly authorized expenses of the Asso- 
ciation.” 

The Audit Company suggested in its 
report that the bond of the Secretary- 
Treasurer be increased from $1,000 to 
$3,000 to approximate in amount the 
growing annual income of the Associa- 
tion. It further suggested that the audit 
by a certified public accountant be 
hereafter made annually in order to 
keep our financial records in step with

CALIFORNIA STATE DOCUMENTS 
COMMITTEE 


It seemed advisable that the Com- 
mittee get a clear understanding of the 
distribution of state documents in Cali- 
fornia. From the discussion of Miss 
Gillis’ paper*, it was evident that the 
problems facing libraries in acquiring 
California State documents were: in- 
ability to learn of the publication of 
documents and to make certain that 
their files were complete, an inade- 
quate distribution of free documents, 
and an increasing number of documents 
being placed on the price list. 

It was felt that an examination of 
the present methods of distribution and 
an attempt to get some reasonably 
complete checklist published monthly 
was a good point of departure for the 
work of the Committee. The distribu- 
tion of California state documents seems 
to be handled by the State Library as 
effectively as possible with the small 
number allotted to it by the Legisla- 
ture and the increasing number of docu- 
ments which must be bought. Since 
only five libraries outside the state are 
supplied with documents by the State 
Library, criticism on this score does not 
seem justified. 

Mr. John R. Richards, Director of 
Finance, authorized the publication of 
a monthly checklist of California state 
documents by the State Supervisor of 


* Presented at A.L.A. Annual Convention, 
San Francisco, 1939. 
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Documents and sent a memorandum to 
all state departments requesting them 
to send two copies of each of their 
publications to the Supervisor of Docu- 
ments as published. The Supervisor of 
Documents agreed to undertake the 
publication of such a checklist. The first 
suggestion of the Committee was that 
this checklist be distributed gratis to 
libraries within the state. This quickly 
ran into difficulties of finance. The 


Supervisor of Documents operates on @ 


revolving fund and therefore must cov- 
er his expenses if he is to continue to 
function. The item of postage alone is 
a sizeable drain on his resources. It was 
finally agreed that the checklist be pub- 
lished for an annual subscription of two 
dollars. In all discussions with the State 
Supervisor of Documents, the need for 
an all-inclusive list was emphasized as 
was the need for frequency and 
promptness of publication. 


After considerable correspondence 
and several meetings with the State 
Librarian and the State Supervisor of 
Documents, the proofs of the first num- 
ber of the Checklist of California State 
Documents are in the hands of the 
Committee. In the development of this 
checklist and other work of the Com- 
mittee, the advice and suggestions of 
the State Librarian have been most 
helpful. It is planned that this check- 
list will contain all the publications of 
the State of California including the 
University of Calfornia. 


It has not been possible for the com- 
mittee to work on the problem of im- 
proved distribution of documents. 


It is recommended that this Com- 
mittee be continued in order that it 
may work further on the problem of 
distribution and aid in further perfect- 
ing the Checklist.

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CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION 
COMMITTEE 


Your committee, appointed in 1938 
and reappointed in 1939 for the pur- 
pose of revising the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Association in accord- 
ance with the general recommendations 
contained in the Organization Commit- 
tee'’s report of 1938, submits its final 
report. 


Quoting from that same Organiza- 
tion Committee's report: 


During the early days when the pio- 
neers of our profession set up the ma- 
chinery, and, through their initiative, 
enthusiasms and vision, created the 
nucleus of what we have today, the 
functioning group had of a necessity to 
be largely an appointed one because 
professional leadership was generally 
confined to the few trained persons in 
the work... The committee believes that 
the Association is now ready for a 
larger and more vigorous expression 
which may be effected only by a more 
democratic set-up in its internal organi- 
zation...''* 

It is not on account of any glaring 
defects in the present constitution that 
those responsible for the appointment 
of the committee or the committee it- 
self felt that the time had come for a 
revision, but because changing condi- 
tions in the library profession in Cali- 
fornia indicate that the Association is 
ready for the wider and more viqorous 
experience which may be effected by a 
more democratic organization, one 
which will assure its adaptability to 
changing times and the capacity to 
grow with the tasks before it. 

The committee is deeply grateful for 
helpful comment on the preliminary re- 
visions which have been received dur- 
ing the year from the Executive Com- 
mittee and from many members. Space 
will not permit individual acknowledg- 
ment. Some of these suaqgestions have 
been incorporated into changes in the 
final revision.

EDUCATION FOR LIBRARIANSHIP 
COMMITTEE 


Americans are focusing their atten- 
tion in this April 1940 on two major 
topics: (1) The Census, (2) The Migrant 
Problem. 

Libraries do not exist in a vacuum. 
Therefore the activities of the Educa- 
tion for Librarianship Committee of the 
California Library Association reflect 
the times, as evidenced in our own par- 
ticular type of nose counting. 

A survey of librarians at work in the 
176 municipal and county libraries of 
the State of California has been made. 
From this work it is possible, for the 
first time since the personnel check 
made by Samuel B. May of the Univer- 
sity of California in 1931, to check on 
the number of library workers engaged 
in the various classifications of work: 
professional, subprofessional and cleri- 
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cal and the training of those employed 
in the professional and subprofessional 
groups. 

The Committee regretted not at- 
tempting to cover all library employees 
in the state including special libraries, 
schools, colleges and universities. But it 
was decided to limit the survey to 176 
municipal and county jurisdictions with 
the hope that future committees may 
make a complete coverage later. 


The much hated questionnaire was 
not used, but instead the modern de- 
vice of the photostat. Data was thus 
computed from exact copies of the Per- 
sonnel reports as submitted by the |i- 
brarians themselves in their annual re- 
ports to the California State Library. 


Even though it appears to be a re- 
flection on the ability of librarians to 
furnish information the committee would 
like to warn those attempting to quote 
the following figures that too great cred- 
ence should not be given them until a 
second year's compilation of similar 
data is made. A spot check indicates 
that all librarians have not followed in- 
structions correctly. 


Librarians stand in the front line 
trenches of those advancing the cause 
of Adult Education. However, one of 
our first needs seems to be to pay 
greater heed to the educational needs 
of the masses within our own ranks. 


The necessity of some correlation be- 
tween supply and demand in the field 
of training for librarianship motivated 
this survey. A detailed report analyz- 
ing the numbers of employees in the 
various classifications is available. A 
tally of the 3,655 library employees, 
exclusive of janitors, in the 176 libraries 
of the state which serve the public 
shows that 74% of the 1,336 employed 
as professional librarians, have training. 
This training ranges from short courses 
and summer sessions for 285 people to 
the 202 who are graduates of library 
training agencies accredited by the 
State, and the 500 who are graduates 
of accredited library schools. Twenty- 
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six per cent of those holding profes- 
sional positions (349 persons) have had 
no training whatever, not even a short 
course. 


To understand these figures it is 
necessary to know also that they do not 
include librarians of small branches and 
rural libraries who are ranked generally 
in the 2,319 library workers grouped as 
subprofessional and clerical. In this lat- 
ter group are also found 176 persons 
with some training. 


Thus in the total field of library em- 
ployees exclusive of janitors, only 32% 
have any type of library training. Out 
of the various 2,500 employees only 
10% are actually clerical workers. In 
that area designated as ‘others’ on 
the personnel sheets are to be found 
more than 1,500 employees, including 
pages and custodians of small libraries.

2. That recognition be given to the 
training needs of the 351 persons in 
the professional qroup and that ratio of 
the 2,212 in the subprofessional and 
clerical groups who are engaged in 
working directly with the public (such 
as custodians of small municipal and 
county library branches).

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 


In its last report this Committee dis- 
cussed the defeat of the Certification 
Bill, and suggesed that an attemnt be 
made this vear to lav the foundations 
for the reintroduction of the Bill in 
1941. The trend of leaislative interest 
in this State since the report was writ- 
ten has persuaded the members of the 
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Committee, however, that this year, at 
least to date, has not been auspicious 
for such acivity, and accordingly noth- 
ing has been done by the Committee 
to further the adoption of State certi- 
fication of librarians. 


If our successors find a more favor- 
able trend, they may want to resume the 
battle, and we recommend that the 
Executive Committtee determine the 
policy to be adopted, when the time 
comes. 


A second matter mentioned in the 
last report of this Committee was that 
of state aid for libraries. Two points 
need to be considered in this regard: 
first, that direct aid would be impos- 
sible, apparently, under present pro- 
visions of the State Constitution; sec- 
ond, that the Association has not yet 
determined upon the bases and meth- 
ods of State aid most acceptable to 
the libraries in the State. It is recom- 
mended that the matter be referred to 
the Library Standards Committee for 
consideration, with the thought that in 
studying the second point, some way 
of avoiding the obstacle under the first 
point may be found. 


The subject of restriction of library 
discounts by American publishers has 
suddenly come to the fore, and we are 
asked by the Special Committee on Re- 
lations With Publishers, of the A.L.A., 
to secure an amendment to the Cali- 
fornia Fair Trade Act to exempt non- 
profit libraries specifically from its ap- 
plication. This Committee has not re- 
viewed the matter: such points as un- 
desired implications, the cost of failure 
to secure the amendment if the issue 
is raised, and the necessity of such an 
amendment as a legal matter, should 
be considered before action is taken. 
In any event, an amendment cannot be 
offered until the regular session of the 
Legislature in 1941, so our recommen- 
dation is that the matter be referred to 
the Executive Committee with authority 
to re-refer to the Legislative Commit- 
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tee if the policy is approved by the 
Executive Committee.

LIBRARY STANDARDS COMMITTEE 


At the Executive Committee meeting 
in September, the Standards Commit- 
tee was given the task of following up 
the possibility of a joint state-wide jun- 
ior librarians’ examination, to be given 
possibly by arrangement with the State 
Personne! Board. A statement of a plan 
was secured from the Executive Officer 
of the State Personnel Board and li- 
braries under Civil Service were cir- 
cularized as to their opinion and that 
of their civil service jurisdictions. Six 
libraries, in addition to the State Li- 
brary, are interested in taking part in 
this state-wide examination, either im- 
mediately or a little later. Further de- 
tails will be announced when final ar- 
rangements are made. 


Job Analysis 
Although the Standards Committee 
is willing to advise on job analysis, no 
requests for such assistance have been 
received this year. 


Library Tasks: A Classified List 


Some work has been done on a re- 
vision of ‘Library Tasks: A Classified 
List," but as the changes so far sug- 
gested are not extensive, the list has 
not yet been re-issued. A few copies 
of the present list are still available, 
and the Committee is considering plans 
for a new edition. We consider the list 
particularly useful in connection with a 
job analysis, but it can be used profit- 
ably in many less formal ways. 


Certificates Granted 


Only four certificates have been 
granted this year. This may be due to 
the emphasis in recent years on legal 
certification. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that the voluntary certi- 
fication plan is still in operation.

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PROFESSIONAL RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE 


The Professional Relations Committee 
is formed of representatives of public, 
university, school and special libraries 
of the state, with the primary purpose 
of assisting in the coordination of the 
various library groups, sections, and 
associations. There has been no com- 
mittee meeting during the year, but the 
chairman has worked with the commit- 
tee members singly. and by correspond- 
ence. 


A calendar of meetings of the var- 
ious affiliated associations was prepar- 
ed for the Bulletin, March 1940, as a 
part of the committee progress report. 
In the same issue of the Bulletin there 
was also an article on the annual state 
meeting of the School Library Associa- 
tion of California, by Edith V. Titcomb, 
President of that Association and mem- 
ber of the Professional Relations Com- 
mittee. 


It was planned to describe briefly 
various projects being undertaken by 
the different groups as a ‘news note’ 
column for the Bulletin. A change of 
its publication schedule made the in- 
clusion of this column unlikely, and so 
the information was not gathered. Such 
an undertaking is to be recommended 
for the future. 


Contact Bureau 


As a special project, the Commit- 
tee had charge of the Contact Bur- 
eau at the annual meeting this year. 
This Bureau was patterned after the 
Clearing House for Library Problems 
which was featured at the A.L.A. Con- 
ference in San Francisco in 1939. It 
was to provide librarians with the op- 
portunity to discuss their problems with 
others having similar interests. Because 
the Bureau was more or less an experi- 
ment, it is felt that a detailed account 
will be helpful if the project is con- 
tinued another year. 


Results Summarized: A total of 60 
contacts were consummated, including:

PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 


This year the Publications Committee 
has had the pleasure of inaugurating 
the California Library Association Bul- 
letin, as authorized by the members at 
the June, 1939, annual meeting. Three 
numbers have been published, quarter- 
ly, the first issue that of September, 
1939, 


The Southern California members of 
the committee held many meetings 
during the summer to decide matters 
of policy. The Northern California mem- 
bers were consulted by correspondence. 
Letters of inquiry as to current publish- 
ing policy and practice were written to 
editors of other publications, and the 
answers were very helpful to our com- 
mittee. Prospective advertisers were 
contacted, and a scale of advertising 
rates set up and approved by the Exe- 
cutive Committee. 


It was decided to change the size of 
the Bulletin from that of the original 
Handbook and Proceedings of the An- 
nual Meeting to that of the Bulletin of 
the American Library Association and 
similar organizations. 


Basing hopes on the printing bid se- 
cured for the first number, the com- 
mittee felt that the income from the 
advertising would pay for the printing 
of the Bulletin. However, the printer 
slowed up the work on the second num- 
ber so that the printing of the third 
issue was taken to another firm. But 
the increased cost indicates that the 
Bulletin will not be self-supporting this 
first year. 


The committee has discussed the pos- 
sibility of raising the advertising rates, 
which are very low in consideration of 
the circulation involved, but has made 
no recommendation along this line. The 
committee has also considered the ad- 
visability of having the September issue 
the Handbook and Proceedings of the 
Annual Meeting, but here again no 
recommendation has been made. 


However, the committee does recom- 
mend that the committee as now con- 
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stituted be given authority to edit the 
final number of volume |, June, 1940, 
leaving volume 2 and its policies to be 
sponsored by the incoming committee. 

We are grateful to the Association 
President, Mrs. Bess Ranton Yates, who 
attended every committee meeting and 
was never too busy to give considera- 
tion and help to the many problems 
which arose.
